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CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  of 
Robeson  County. 

Art.  2.  This  Association  ghaW  be  composed  of  members  chosen 
by  the  various  churches  in  our  union  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association.  Who  shall  be  members?  Whom  they  judge  best 
qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  producing  letters  from  their  respective 
churches  certifying  their  appointment  as  delegates. 

Art.  3.  The  Association  may  act  as  an  advisory  council,  but 
shall  make  no  laws  binding  on  the  churches. 

Art.4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Board. 

Art.  5.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  on  a  petition  by  letter 
and  delegates  if,  on  examination^  they  be  found  orthodox,  manifested 
by  the  Moderator  giving  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to  the  delegates: 
Provided  further,  that  no  church  shall  be  admitted  without  a  site  to 
build  on  with  clear  title,  to  be  examined  by  a  committee. 

Art.  6.  Every  church  in  this  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  a  rep- 
resentation of  three  members  chosen  from  each  church:  Provided  fur- 
ther, the  preachers  from  the  various  chuches  of  the  Association  shall 
have  the  same  power  as  the  delegates. 

Art.  7.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

Art.  8.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have 
an  Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same,  for  rais- 
ing and  supporting  what  we  think  is  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the 
Union  to  contribute  voluntarily  such  funds  as  they  think  proper,  and 
send  by  delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money  thus  contributed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  by  the  Association, 
who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  received  by 
him  and  paid  out  according  to  directions  of  the  Association. 

Art.  9.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  at  such  place  as  may 
be  chosen. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  (1)  to  provide  for 
a  general  union  of  the  churches;  (2)i  to  present  inviolably  a  chain  of 
communication  among  the  churches;  (3)  to  give  the  churches  all  nec. 
essary  advice  in  matters  of  difficu'ty;  (4)  to  inquire  into  the  cause  if 
the  churches  fail  to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in  the  Associa- 
tion; (5)  to  appropriate  money  contributed  by  the  churches  to  the  As- 
ciation  fund  to  any  purpose  deemed  proper;  (6)  to  appoint  any  mem- 
bers, by  and  with  their  consent,  to  transact  any  business  they  may  see 
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proper;  (7)  to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  Union  which  shall 
violate  the  rules  of  this  Association,  deviating  from  the  orthodox  prin- 
ciples of  religion;  (8)  to  adjourn  themselves  at  the  time  specified 
above  at  such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  11.    This  form  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any  an- 
nual session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

CHURCH  COVENANT 

Having  been  led,  as  we  believe,  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  receive 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Savior,  and  on  the  profession  of  our 
iaith,  having  been  baptised  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  do  now,  in  the  presence  of  God,  an- 
geis  and  this  assemb.y,  most  solemnly  and  joyfully  enter  into  cove- 
nant with  one  another,  as  one  body  in  Christ. 

We  engage,  therefore,  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  walk 
'  to  ether  in  Christian  love;  to  strive  for  the  advancement  of  this 
church,  in  knowledge,  holiness  and  comfort;  to  promote  its  prosperity 
and  spirituality;  to  sustain  its  worship,  ordinances,  discipline  and 
doctrines;  to  contribute  cheerfully  and  regularly  to  the  support  of 
the  ministry,  the  expenses  of  the  church,  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and 
the  spread  of  the  Gospel  through  all  nations. 

We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and  secret  devotions;  to  re- 
ligiously educate  our  children;  to  seek  the  salvation  of  our  kindred 
and  acquaintances;  to  walk  circumspectly  in  the  world;  to  be  just  in 
our  dealings,  faithful  in  our  engagements,  and  exemplary  in  our  de- 
po  tment;  to  avoid  all  tattling,  backbiting  and  excessive  anger;  to 
abstain  from  the  sale  of  and  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  bever- 
a  e,  and  to  be  zealous  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  our 
Savior. 

We  further  engage  to  watch  over  one  another  in  brotherly  love; 
to  remember  each  other  in  prayer;  to  aid  each  other  in  sickness  and 
distress;  to  cultivate  Christian  sympathy  in  feeling,  and  courtesy  in 
speech;  to  be  slow  to  take  offense,  but  always  ready  for  reconcilia- 
tion, and  mindful  of  the  rules  of  our  Savior  to  secure  it  without  delay. 

We  moreover  engage  that  when  we  remove  from  this  place  we 
will,  as  soon  as  possible,  unite  with  some  other  church,  where  we 
^can  carry  out  the  spirit  of  this  covenant  and  the  principles  of  God's 
Word.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  world's  g.e.:tast  teacher  Jesus  Christ,  placed  teaching  the 
gospel  i  ext  to  preaching  the  gcsp  i.  He  said  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preacn  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  It  is  in  obedience  to  his 
command  that  the  churches  maintain  the  Bible  teaching  agency,  the 
Sunday  school. 

When  first  organized  the  Sunday  school  was  for  neglected 
children  only.  Teachers  were  paid.  The  chief  purpose  was  to  give 
the  children  the  first  rudiments  of  an  education.  In  due  time  Bible 
teaching  was  given  major  emphasis  and  teachers  became  volunteers. 
The  Sunday  school  movement  has  been  a  history-making  movement. 
Out  of  it  has  come  many  of  the  rich  and  purifying  things  that  have 
gone  into  the  fabric  of  human  society.  It  has  been  since  its  organi- 
zation and  is  now  a  powerful  and  practical  barrier  to  error,  doubt, 
unbelief  and  unsound  religious  conviction.  It  has  counteracted  a 
flood  of  evil  influences  which  have  threatened  to  ingulf  hopelessly  all 
vestiges  of  Christianity  a?  a  vitalized  forced  in  the  world. 

W  be.ieve  t  Sunday  Sc  ooi  is  "by  divine  providence  in  our 
hands  an  institution  with  a  wonderful  history,  magnificent  achieve- 
ment -  a  d  untold  >  t  ntialities."  The  army  of  thirty-three  millions 
of  members  and  three  and  a  half  million  teachers  and  officers  is  the 
greatest  army  of  religious  workers  in  the  world.  Yet  in  America 
only  one  person  in  four  is  in  Sunday  school.  Our  observation  and  ex- 
perience ead  u^  to  c  ne  ude  that  one  person  in  four  is  the  average 
for  our  Association. 

There  are  now  24  churches  with  2155  members  in  this  Associa- 
tion. In  these  churches  there  are  24  Sunday  schools  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  1898  pupils  and  159  teachers  and  officers.  Sunday  school  en- 
rollment should  be  larger  than  church  membership.  All  church  mem- 
bers should  be  members  of  the  Bib'e  school,  plus  all  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  the  church.   There  is  a  place  in  one  of  the  departments  of  the 
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school  for  every  person.  Any  who  are  too  young  to  attend  Bible 
school  should  be  enrolled  in  the  Cradle  Roll  Department.  All  who 
cannot  or  will  not  attend  should  be  enrolled  in  the  Extension  Depart- 
ment. Responsibility  for  enrolling  pupils  rests  upon  the  teachers  and 
officers  of  the  scnool  more  than  any  one  else. 

The  work  of  the  Sunday  school  is  Christian  education.  As  a 
school  it  is  an  educational  agency  in  its  own  right  seeking  to  make 
education  Chr  stian.  Its  ri-ht  and  power  is  in  dissiminating  truth. 
Jesus  said  "Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free." 

Christian  education  seeks  desirable  changes  in  human  character 
and  conduct.  It  seeks  to  impart  truth  to  the  multitudes,  to  transmit 
knowledge  about  religion,  to  stimulate,  guide  and  enrich  Christian 
experience  based  cn  the  Bible.  Christian  education  is  not  a  substitute 
for  evangelism  but  a  means  of  preparing  the  way  for  evangelism, 
making  evangelism  more  effective  and  following  up  evangelism  that 
it  may  be  more  fruitful.  It  has  as  its  objective  the  leading  of  the 
lost  to  Jesus  Christ,  to  help  Christians  to  acquire  valuable  knowledge, 
develop  right  attitudes,  make  right  choices,  live  the  abundant  life, 
develop  Christian  character  and  to  secure  an  effective  church  member- 
ship committed  to  the  whole  program  of  Christ  for  the  whole  world.

The  only  hope  that  I  see  to  care  for  the  orphan  children  in  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association  is  to  buiid  an  orphanage  home.

STATE  MISSIONS 

Baptists  in  theory  are  wholly  a  missionary  people;  they  should 
become  so  in  practice.  Every  individual  and  every  church  is  put  on 
his  or  her  honor  and  left  free,to  act  under  the  impulse  of  divine  love. 
The  love  of  Christ  and  our  fellows  closest  to  us  should  constrain  us  to 
pray  and  give  to  State  Missions. 

The  first  great  task  of  the  denomination  is  always  and  must 
always  be  the  creation  of  a  Christian  constituency.  In  this  task  State 
Missions  comes  first.  Orphan's  Homes,  Hospitals,  schools  and  colleges 
are  all  important  and  no  denomination  can  be  great  without  theirh. 
Without  State  Missions  to  go  before  and  cultivate  the  soil,  none  of 
these  institutions  could  have  been  established  or  maintained.  Churches 
must  be  organized  and  these  churches  supported  by  State  Missions 
until  they  become  self-supporting,  not  only  so  but  the  churches  must 
be  tied  on  to  the  larger  program  of  the  denomination,  so  as  to  give  to 
the  membership  of  the  churches  a  broader  outlook  and  a  stronger  im- 
pulse toward  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

State  Missions,  more  than  other  agency,  is  connected  up  direct- 
ly with  the  churches  and  ties  them  to  the  work  beyond  their  borders. 
It  has  been  largely  through  State  Missions  that  the  Association  and 
churches  have  been  brought  into  contributing  relation  with  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.  .  .  v 
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State  Missions  builds  denominational  life.   It  helps  to  develop 

the  churches  in  the  state  and  unify  them  in  denominational  work. 
This  gives  strength  to  the  churches  and  creates  a  strong  denomina- 
tional spirit  and  this  in  turn  helps  to  build  up  education,  orphan's 
homes,  hospitals  and  Home  and  Foreign  Missions. 

The  State  Mission  organization  not  only  has  the  task  of  enlist- 
ing the  Christian  constituency  and  developing-  the  denominational  life 
in  the  state  but  it  also  has  the  task  of  raising  money  for  denomina- 
tional enterprises.  This  carries  with  it  the  idea  of  stewardship,  mis- 
sion schools,  and  all  the  features  necessary  to  the  education  and  train- 
ing of  churches  in  denominatonal  life.  Giving  is  based  upon  knowing. 
There  must  be  impulse  as  well  as  method. 

The  State  Mission  organization  should,  therefore,  work  con- 
stantly to  increase  the  number  of  givers.  If  this  organization  is  true, 
alert,  active,  and  constantly  setting  up  high  standards,  let's  make 
strong  appeals,  and  stir  the  hearts  of  the  people  to  a  more  proportion- 
al increase  in  giving  on  the  part  of  our  churches. 

What  we  need  is  more  work  among  those  who  have  opportunity 
to  work,  more  courage  and  faith  more  smiling,  more  persons  with  con- 
fidence in  the  future,  and  more  real  active  cooperation  in  denomina- 
tional tasks.     It  is  this  spirit  that  will  give  us  victory.

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FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Christ  gave  his  disciples  the  great  commission:  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel."  As  his  disciples,  we  cannot  carry 
out  this  wonderful  commission  unless  we  truly  believe  in  foreign 
missions. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  may  carry  the  gospel  to  the 
foreign  countries.  Every  individual  is  not  gifted  to  become  a  foreign 
missionary  but  there  is  indeed  a  part  that  everyone  can  play  by  our 
gifts  and  our  prayers. 

A  large  percentage  of  us  say  we  believe  in  foreign  missions  as 
long  as  only  our  prayers  are  asked  for,  but  when  it  takes  our  time  and 
money,  we  say  no.  We  cannot  be  really  and  truly  foreign  mission 
spirited  until  our  hearts  are  first  converted.  If  we  comd  only  remem- 
ber that  wonderful  promise:  "And  lo,  I  am  with  you  even  unto  the 
end  of  the  world",  it  would  be  that  our  hearts  would  leap  for  joy  to 
know  that  we  had  a  part  in  carrying  out  the  last  commission  of  our 
Savior  before  his  going  to  the  cross. 

Our  foreign  mission  debt  is  rapidly  decreasing.  In  January 
1933,  the  debt  of  the  Foreign  Mission  board  was  $1,115,000.  In  two 
years  and  ten  months  we  paid  $578,000  on  this  debt. 

While  the  board  is  making  a  desperate  effort  to  reduce  the  debt, 
they  have  made  some  slight  advance  in  the  work  of  the  board.  Some 
thirty  odd  missionaries  who  were  kept  at  home  in  1932  without  salary 
have  been  sent  back;  and  several  new  missionaries  have  been  sent  out 
as  replacements. 

They  have  set  as  our  goal  the  payment  of  the  last  dollar  of  the 
debt  by  January,  1938.    Let  us  all  work  and  pray  to  that  end.

Old  things  are  rapidly  passing  away  and  all  things  are  becom- 
ing new.  No  man  or  woman  who  has  been  in  the  current,  can  have 
failed  to  notice  the  turn  which  this  current  has  taken  in  its  onward 
flow.  There  have  been  radical  changes  which  you  could  not  help  no- 
ticing. New  problems  have  arisen,  new  demands  from  the  social  or- 
der have  emerged  and  if  the  religious  institutions  are  to  serve  their 
day  and  generation  they  are  compelled  to  make  adjustments. 

The  challenge  thrown  down  to  us  today  is  the  challenge  of  a 
living  need  crying  out  from  all  humanity.  We  must  prepare  men 
and  women,  in  short,  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  but  at  the  same  time 
for  the  kingdom  of  man.  America  boasts  of  being  a  great  bulwark 
of  democracy  that  is  governed  "by  the  people,  for  the  people".  A  de- 
mocracy is  a  dangerous  government,  as  history  will  reveal,  when  it  is 
not  an  enlightened  people  who  are  exercising  the  government.  A  de- 
mocracy must  have  an  educationall  system  that  brings  its  people  out 
of  ignorance  and  illiteracy. 

The  present  day  challenge  to  the  educational  system  is  for  an 
inspiration  to  youth  that  will  develop  noble  ideals.  As  Hawthorne  so 
wonderfully  expresses  it  in  his  American  Notebook,  "We  are  but 
shadows  and  not  endowed  with  real  life  until  the  heart  be  touched.

The  report  on  Stewardship  and  Every  Member  Enrollment 
was  discussed  and  then  adopted. 

STEWARDSHIP  AND  EVERY-MEMBER  ENROLLMENT 

There  are  not  many  Christians  who  would  disput  the  New  Testa- 
ment doctrine  of  stewardship.  We  readily  admit  that  we  have  been 
bought  with  a  price,  that  we  are  not  our  own  and  that  we  are  to  glorify 
God  through  the  right  use  of  our  time,  talents,  influence,  and  money. 
We  gladly  admit  that  God  is  the  owner  of  all  persons  and  all  things,, 
and  that  what  we  possess  we  hold  in  trust  subject  to  His  will.  Not 
many  Christians  would  openly  dispute  God's  right  to  our  lives  and  our 
possessions  and  that  a  portion  of  our  time  and  money  should  be  devoted 
to  Christian  ends. 

But  it  is  one  thing  to  make  a  profession  and  another  thing  to 
carry  it  out  in  actual  practice.  Let  us  consider  the  practice  of  steward- 
ship, that  is,  how  we  are  to  do  what  we  agree  we  ought  to  do  in  the 
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matter  of  giving".  Let  us  keep  in  mind  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus  when 
He  asked  "Why  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I 
say?" 

You  have  heard  the  old  saying  "money  talks!"  It  certainly  does! 
It  whispers  in  legislative  halls.  Sometimes  it  screams.  Sometimes 
it  speaks  in  silvery  tones.  It  shouts  across  continents  and  oceans.  It 
testifies  in  starving  Armenia,  ignorant  Africa,  superstitious  China,  as 
to  the  meaning  of  Chrstianity.  It  commands  the  ears  of  the  multi- 
tude. If  your  money  were  to  talk  so  that  all  could  hear,  what  would  it 
say  about  you  ? 

Yes,  money  talks!  To  friends  and  enemies  alike,  by  the  way  you 
get  and  use  it,  your  money  chatters  of  things  that  would  astound  you. 
It  reveals  to  them  desires  in  your  heart  of  which  you,  yourself,  are 
not  even  aware. 

When  you  told  the  church  officers  that  you  could  not  afford  to  pay 
more  than  fifteen  (or  was  it  fifty)  cents  a  week,  their  politeness  prob- 
ably restrained  them  from  saying  that  your  mode  of  life  openly  be- 
trays to  the  world  your  spending  power.  When  you  assert  that  is 
all  God  should  expect  of  you  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  in  your  com- 
munity and  in  all  the  world,  by-standers  can  hear  the  testimony  of  the 
dollars  invested  in  your  car  and  its  upkeep,  as  those  dollars  prove 
either  your  wicked  extravagance,  or  else  your  unconscious  hypocrisy. 

"Where  your  heart  is,  there  will  your  treasure  be."  You  can  de- 
ceive yourself  as  to  where  your  heart  is,  but  you  cannot  deceive 
wise  interpreters  of  the  language  of  money. 

The  Bible  commends  thrift.  It  is  a  sin  to  be  extravagant.  God 
wants  man  to  possess  and  use  the  wealth  of  the  world,  not  to  waste  it. 
It  is  easy,  however,  to  get  a  mistaken  notion  about  the  matter  of  thrift. 
Thrift  is  not  miserliness,  stinginess,  covetness.  Thrift  is  not  getting 
all  you  can  and  keeping  all  you  get.  Paul  points  thi  out  when  he  says, 
"He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  also  reap  sparingly". 

What  do  you  lose  when  you  take  that  which  belongs  to  God  and 
use  it  for  yourself?  Well,  you  lose  the  satisfaction  of  having  a  part 
in  the  greatest  enterprise  in  the  world,  tih,e  bringing  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God;  You  lose  the  joy  that  comes  from  sharing  with  others  in  this 
greatest  enterprise;  you  lose  the  sense  of  fellowship  with  Jesus  Christ 
in  sacrafice  and  service  for  others;  you  lose  the  gratitude  and  respect 
of  your  fellow  Christians  who  are  faithfully  acting  as  good  stewards; 
you  lose  the  dividends  tfij|at  you  might  be  storing  up  in  eternity,  "where 
neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  consume,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break 
through  nor  steal."  Most  of  all  you  lose  the  smile  and  approval  of 
God,  who  cannot  look  with  favor  upon  disobedient  children  who  are 
refusing  to  honor  Him  with  their  substance. 

Put  what  you  gain  from  not  giving  your  time,  talent,  influence 
and  money  over  against  what  you  lose.    Is  tfyat  gain  worth  the  loss? 
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No  man  ever  actually  made  a  dollar.  Every  dollar  that  comes  into 
ones  possession  is  due  to  the  working-  together  of  at  least  five  factors: 
(1)  Natural  resources.  (2)  Time.  (3)  Native  ability.  (4)  Social  de- 
mand, and  (5)  Willingness  to  work.  The  first  four  of  these  are  due 
to  circumstances  over  which  we  have  little  or  no  control.  God  and  our 
fellow  men  have  furnished  at  least  four  fifths  of  all  that  goes  into 
the  making  of  a  dollar  of  value.  Even  the  credit  for  the  one  fifth 
whidb,  we  claim  is  not  ours  alone.  Our  willingness  to  use  all  these  re- 
sources and  ability  to  work  are  due  largely  to  the  help  of  others.  There 
is  literally  no  such  thing  as  a  self-made  man,  nor  do  we  have  anything 
that  we  may  claim  wholly  as  our  own. 

God  entrusts  all  these  possessions  into  our  hands  for  one  purpose, 
namely,  that  we  may  use  them  according  to  His  will.  What  is  that 
will?  Peter  tells  us  tfcfat  it  is  that  the  Lord  is  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  came  to  repentance.  The  highest 
use,  therefore,  to  which  these  possessions  may  be  put  is  in  winning  the 
lost  to  Christ  and  establishing  His  Kingdom  among  men.  This  great 
purpose  ought  to  enter  into  every  Christian  heart  as  a  settled  con- 
viction, in  accordance  with  the  scripture,  "Every  man  according  as 
he  puposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let  him  give,  not  grudgingly,  or  of  neces- 
sity." 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  among  Christians  today  is  the  full  ac- 
ceptance of  life  as  a  partnership  with  God.  Such  a  view  of  life  takes 
away  discontent,  dissatisfaction,  the  sense  of  uselessness  and  failure, 
and  instead  makes  life  splendidly  worth  living  no  matter  how  hard  the 
circumstances  nor  how  limited  the  opportunities.  May  we  all  resolve 
here  and  now  to  enter  into  partnership  more  fully  and  completely! 
That  we  may  be  valuable  stewards  for  God.

ORPHANAGE  ... 

1.  Care  of  children: 

Children  becomes  wards  of  State  through  no  fault  of  their  own, 
often  the  death  of  their  parents  throws  a  child  in  infancy  on  the  care 
of  the  community.  At  other  times  it  is  sickness,  accident,  lack  of  em- 
ployment, or  even  evil  treatment  or  desertion  by  parents,  which  leave 
their  children  helpless.  There  are  many  splendid  schools  and  homes 
for  orphans.  Soem  of  these  are  conducted  by  churches  and  other 
charitable  organizations,  others  are  the  result  of  the  kindness  of  some 
individual  who  has  left  money  for  the  establishment  of  such  institu- 
tions. When  children  are  not  cared  for  in  such  institutions,  it  is 
usually  the  custom  for  the  community  through  some  chidrens  aid 
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society,  to  find  good  private  homes  where  these  children  may  be 
boarded.

HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Board  differs  from  the  Foreign  Board,  not  at  all  in 
the  message  it  carries,  and  but  little  in  the  method  of  doing  its  work. 
It  is  an  agency  of  all  Southern  aBptist,  which  takes  the  gospel  in  all 
its  fullness  to  the  people  of  the  south  and  Cuba.  It  gives,  however, 
special  attention  to  foreigners  in  our  midst,  to  the  Jews  and  negroes. 

There  are  about  200  missionaries  and  workers,  over  400  mission 
stations  and  preaching  places,  free  good  will  centers,  two  rescue  mis- 
sions and  a  seaman'  Institute. 

It  has  and  operates  15  schools,  and  furnishes  the  property  of  eight 
mountain  schools,  to  local  boards  free  of  charge. 

It  assists  in  the  operation  of  a  Tubercular  Sanitorium.  While  con- 
tributions have  steadily  declined  in  recent  years,  the  board  has  reduced 
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its  debt  about  $700,000,  since  1928.  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Atlanta,  Ga., 
is  secretary  of  the  Board. 

Now, therefore,  seeing  the  great  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Home  Board,  shall  we  as  Missionary  Baptists,  not  rally  to  the  cause  ? 
Or  shall  we  say  it  is  nothing  to  me.  It  we  are  true  to  our  God  and  our 
church,  we  will  give  of  our  means  to  this  worthy  cause,  because  we  are 
taught  in  Act's  1:8  "And  ye  shall  be  witneses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusa- 
lem and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria  and  into  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth."    So  let  us  give  more  for  missions.

Because  they  are  the  ones  that  will  be  our  leaders 
of  tomorrow.    Then  what  kind  of  leaders  are  we  helping  them  to  be?

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

What  is  Christian  education?  Let's  see  what  the  leading  men  of 
the  age  have  to  say.  Dr.  J.  W.  Gillon  says,  "Christian  education  is 
that  education  which  magnifies  Christian  environment,  Christian 
character  and  Christian  truth,  while  imparting  instruction  in  any  de- 
partment of  college  or  university  education."  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  ans- 
wers, ''Christian  education  is  the  spirit  of  Christ  at  work  in  the  realm 
of  intellectual  need".    According  to  Senator  J.  W.  Bailey,  "Christian 
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education  is  education  which  finds  a  life  motive  and  standard  in  Jesus 
of  Nazareth".  Dr.  Watts'  answer  is,  "A  Christian  college  is  one  where 
a  student  can  not  go  four  years  without  being  vitally  influenced  by 
the  power  of  Christianity".  Others  say  "this  is  the  matrix  of  educa- 
tion: that  the  relationship  between  the  teacher  and  the  child  shall 
result  in  a  lighting  of  those  lamps  in  the  mind  and  heart  that  shall 
eventually  show  in  the  Way,  the  Truth  and  the  Life";  Christian  educa- 
tion is  education  based  in  Christian  principles,  conducted  by  Christian 
men  and  women  and  inspired  by  Christian  motives";  and  "Christian 
education  attempts  to  bring  the  forces  that  make  for  culture  under 
control  of  the  forces  that  make  for  character." 

Now  that  we  have  found  what  Christian  education  is,  let's  see 
what  influence  it  should  have  in  the  public  school.  Proverbs  22  :b 
instructs  us  to  "Train  up  a  child  the  way  he  should  go  and  when  he 
is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it".  We  are  turning  now  to  think  about 
those  millions  in  the  public  schools,  state  universities,  normals,  etc. 
We  remember  that  public  education  grew  out  of  Christian  education. 
In  the  early  days  all  schools  were  connected  with  the  churches,  and  the 
teachers  were  often  mininsters  of  the  Gospel.  The  old  time  text  books 
used  in  public  schools  were  filled  with  religious  material.  But  the 
separation  of  church  and  state  and  the  growth  in  number  of  denomina- 
tions has  done  away  with  all  of  this.  Today  in  most  states  all  religious 
teaching  in  public  schools  is  prohibited — though  in  some,  teachers  are 
required  to  read  the  Bible  but  without  comment.  The  text  books,  es- 
pecially in  schools  of  higher  learning,  are  often  anti-Christian  in  their 
teaching.  In  the  face  of  these  facts,  our  hearts  go  out  to  those  millions 
in  America  who  will  never  attend  a  Christian  school  and  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  its  Christian  training.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 
Of  course,  first  of  all,  we  are  going  to  get  as  many  of  these  students 
as  possible  into  our  Sunday  schools,  which  constitute  one  of  our  great- 
est agencies  for  Christian  education. 

But  without  a  doubt  the  greatest  religious  influences  in  the  lives 
of  millions  of  children  in  our  public  schools  is  that  of  Christian  teach- 
ers. Those  teachers  who  are  with  their  rooms  of  children  for  several 
hours  each  day,  five  days  in  a  week,  nine  months  in  a  year,  have  un- 
measured influence  with  their  pupils.  How  important  that  they  should 
be  Christian  in  ideals  and  in  conduct!  They  may  not  be  permitted  to 
teach  Christianity  but  they  can  live  it.  The  story  is  told  of  a  Christian 
teacher  who  was  employed  in  a  Japanese  school  on  condition  that  he 
was  not  to  mention  his  religiou.  He  kept  that  promise,  and  yet  after 
a  time  many  of  the  students  became  Christian  because  of  the  life  of 
this  teacher. 

But  do  not  trust  the  school  with  all  of  the  training.  Let's  give  our 
children  the  proper  home  training.    I  appeal  to  the  young  mothers 
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and  fathers  of  today  to  give  their  children  Christian  home  training; 
"And  ye  fathers  provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath,  but  bring  them  up 
in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord"  (Ephesions  6:4).  Then, 
last  but  not  least,  live  consecrated  lives  before  them.

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CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  of 
Robeson  County. 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen 
by  the  various  churches  in  our  union  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association.  Who  shall  be  members?  Whom  they  judge  best 
qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  producing  letters  from  their  respect- 
ive churches  certifying  their  appointment  as  delegates. 

Art.  3.  The  Association  may  act  as  an  advisory  council,  but  shall 
make  no  laws  binding  on  the  churches. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Board. 

Art.  5.  New  churchas  may  be  admitted  on  a  petition  by  letter 
and  delegates  if,  on  examination  they  be  found  orthodox,  manifested 
by  the  Moderator  givnig  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to  the  delegates: 
Provided  further,  that  no  church  shall  be  admitted  wihout  a  site  to 
build  on  with  a  clear  title,  to  be  examined  by  a  committee. 

Art.  6.  Every  church  in  this  Union  shall  be  entilted  to  a  repre- 
sentation of  three  members  chosen  from  each  church:  Provided  fur- 
ther, the  preachers  from  the  various  churches  of  the  Association  shall 
have  the  same  power  as  the  delegates. 

Art.  7.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

Art.  8.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an 
Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same,  for  raising 
and  supporting  of  what  we  think  is  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the 
Union  to  contribute  voluntarily  such  funds  as  they  think  proper,  and 
send  by  delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money  thus  contributed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association, 
who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  received 
by  him  and  paid  out  according  to  directions  of  the  Association. 

Art.  9.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  at  such  place  as  may 
be  chosen. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  (1)  to  provide  for  a 
union  of  the  churches.  (2)  to  present  inviolably  a  chain  of  communi- 
cation among  the  churches;  (3)  to  give  the  churches  all  necessary 
advice  in  matters  of  difficulty;  (4)  to  inquire  into  the  cause  if  the 
churches  fail  to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in  the  Association; 
(5)  to  appropriate  money  contributed  by  the  churches  to  the  Associa- 
tion to  any  purpose  deemed  proper;  (6)  to  appoint  any  members,  by 
and  with  their  consent,  to  transact  any  business  they  see  proper;  (7) 
to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  Union  which  shall  violate  the 
rules   of   this  Association,  deviating  from  the  orthodox  principles  of 
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religion;  (8)  to  adjourn  themselves  at  the  time  specified  above  at 
such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  11.  No  church  in  this  Association  shall  ordain  a  man  to  the 
full  work  of  the  Ministry  until  they  'have  completed  the  7th  grade  in 
an  accredited  school. 

Art.  12.  This  form  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any  an- 
nual session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

Art.  1.    This  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

Art.  2.  The  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  members  present. 

Art.  3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall  rise 
and  address  the  Moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  his  speech. 

Art.  4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted  in  his 
speech  by  any  one  except  the  Moderator  until  he  is  done  speaking. 

Art.  5.  He  shall  stiictly  adhere  to  the  subject  and  in  no  wise  re- 
flect on  the  person  who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  remark  on  his  slips, 
failings  or  imperfections,  but  shall  state  the  case  and  matters  as 
clearly  as  he  can  so  as  to  convey  his  light  or  idea. 

Art.  6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself 
from  the  Association  without  permission. 

Art.  7.  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Association. 

Art.  8.  No  person  shall  engage  in  light  or  frivolous  conversa- 
tion, laughing,  etc.,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Association,  or  whisper 
in  time  of  speech. 

Art.  9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another 
member  by  any  other  name  than  that  of  brother. 

Art.  10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  pro- 
hibit him  from  speaking  until  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject,  ex- 
cept he  break  the  rules  of  decorum. 

Art.  11.  The  names  of  the  delegates  of  the  Association  shall  be 
enrolled  by  the  Clerk  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association  re- 
quires. 

Art.  12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  last  to  speak  on  the  subject, 
who  may  give  his  opinion,  if  he  pleases,  before  he  puts  the  matter  to 
a  vote,  but  shall  not  vote  himself  unless  the  Association  be  divided. 

Art.  13.  Any  member  who  shall  knowingly  or  willingly  break 
any  of  these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as  it  shall 
think  proper. 

Art.  14.  These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  session  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

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REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  university  for  all  our  people, 
many  of  whom  have  not  and  probably  never  will  have  the  opportunity 
of  attending  a  higher  institution  of  learning.  It  is  the  greatest  In- 
stitution in  the  world  for  getting  the  Word  of  God  into  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  all  the  people. 

In  these  complex,  changing,  mobile,  and  swift  moving  days  in 
which  we  live  and  which  bring  up  spiritual,  personal,  industrial,  edu- 
cational, economical,  social  and  domestic  problems  our  churches 
should  seize  upon  the  Sunday  School  in  a  mighty  fashion  to  bring  it 
to  a  stage  of  educational  and  evangelistic  efficiency  that  will  help  us 
to  meet  the  religious  emergency  we  face  in  this  country,  wisely. 

In  the  Sunday  School  we  have  the  most  plastic,  the  most  sensi- 
tive and  the  most  responsive  souls  in  the  world  with  which  to  deal. 
The  organization  has  wisely  chosen  the  whole  human  family  as  its 
constituency  and  is  enrolling  its  pupils  by  the  millions.  In  this  asso- 
ciation there  are  25  churches  with  a  membership  of  about  2,200.  It 
is  appalling  to  note  that  these  25  churches  with  a  membership  of 
above  2,000  have  enrolled  in  their  Sunday  Schools  only  1,300  pupils, 
or  as  we  might  say  about  sixty  per  cent  of  the  total  church  member- 
ship. We  must  remember  too,  that  not  all  of  this  number  enrolled  in 
Sunday  School  are  Christians.  I  think  it  is  a  terrible  thing  that  so 
many  of  our  so-called  church  members  are  so  negligent  about  their 
duty  that  they  owe  to  God  and  to  their  fellow  man.  We  see  and  real- 
ize that  we  are  far  from  the  objective  of  giving  Bible  instruction  to 
all  our  people.  The  church  is  the  only  institution  that  is  making  an 
effort  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people.  Religious  in- 
struction depends  largely  on  the  Sunday  School.  I  urge,  therefore, 
that  all  of  the  churches  endeavor  to  increase  their  enrollment. 

May  I  say,  too,  that  the  command  The  Master  gave  to  His  dis- 
ciples 2,000  years  ago  is  just  as  imperative  today  as  when  he  said 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  the  Son  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you.  And  lo  I  am  with  you  always  even  to  the  end  of  the 
world."

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

What  shall  it  profit  a  state  if  it  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose 
its  own  citizens? 

With  faith  and  hope  the  citizens  of  North  Carolina  elected  men 
to   serve   as  law-makers,  men  whom  they  expected  to  safeguard  the 
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lives,  property  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  state.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  many  of  them  have  wilfully  neglected  to  perform  the  du- 
tise  that  were  delegated  to  them.  No  doubt  many  of  them  acted  con- 
scientiously; but  it  is  to  us  amazing  how  any  conscientious  person 
can  cast  a  vote  that  will  endanger  the  life,  the  welfare,  and  the  hap- 
piness of  the  people;  and  that  is  just  what  putting  our  state  into 
liquor  business  will  do.  We  must  of  necessity  lay  a  large  measure 
of  the  blame  at  the  doors  of  wet  newspapers  which  have  influenced 
many  of  our  legislators,  and  which  will  influence  many  of  the  voters 
of  the  state.  Lured  and  blinded  by  the  profits  from  liquor  adver- 
tisements, many  papers  are  covering  the  land  with  a  flood  more  de- 
vastating than  the  mighty  waters  which  have  brought  such  disaster 
to  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  river  valley  recently;  for  the  floods  of 
alcoholic  beverages  will  overwhelm  and  destroy  both  tlie  bodies  and 
the  souls  of  men.  Our  people  must  know  the  truth  that  will  bring 
them  freedom  from  the  blighting  curse  of  alcohol. 

The  terrible  effects  of  the  liquor  business  are  multiplied  many 
times  by  the  mixture  of  alcohol  and  gasoline.  Drinking  and  driving 
simply  do  not  go  together. 

The  first  casualty  of  the  liqquor  business  is  truth.  When  the 
traffic  of  alcoholic  beverages  comes  in  truth  takes  its  departure. 
The  liquor  business  cannot  endure  the  light.  It  flourishes  only  in  the 
darkness  of  deception.  Scientific  investigation  has  made  such  revel- 
ations as  to  the  nature  and  evil  effects  of  alcohol  upon  the  human 
body  and  mind  that  those  who  handle  the  vile  stuff  in  th)e  form  of 
beverages  are  unwilling  to  face  these  facts. 

A  serious  responsibility  rests  upon  every  citizen  to  use  his  in- 
fluence to  protect  every  other  citizen  in  the  state.  We  are  "Our 
brother's  keeper." 

Who  contributes  to  the  deaths  that  come  through  drunken 
drivers?  The  saloon-cafes,  the  saloon-hotels,  the  saloon-filling  sta- 
tions, state  liquor  stores,  the  person  who  votes  for  liquor  and  those 
who  fail  to  vote  against  it — all  these  must  bear  their  share  of  guilt 
along  with  the  drinking  driver. 

We  need  education  to  inform  men  and  women  regarding  the  hurt- 
ful effects  of  liquor.  We  need  legislation  to  restrain  those  who  are 
selfish  enough  to  seek  profits  from  the  debauchery  of  their  fellow- 
men.  But,  above  all  we  need  salvation  to  remove  the  thirst  of  the 
addict  and  to  change  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  willing  to  accept 
profits  or  revenue  from  a  business  that  produces  poverty,  misery, 
debauchery,  crime  and  death.  Our  hope  is  in  God.  To  him  we  need 
to  pray.

ORPHANAGE 

The  word  Orpanage  should  bring  to  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist 
Association  sorrow,  shame  and  a  resolution. 

We  should  have  a  feeling  of  sorrow  for  the  number  of  children 
without  parents  to  care  for  them  and  give  them  a  chance  in  life.  We 
should  be  ashamed  of  our  neglecting  the  duties  that  rest  upon  us  to- 
ward Orphanage  children.  We  are  told  in  James  1:27,  that  pure  re- 
ligion   and    undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this:    "To  visit 
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the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflictions  and  keep  himself  un- 
spotted from  the  world." 

Since  this  is  true  we  should  resolve  in  our  hearts  to  get  busy 
and  discharge  the  duties  that  rest  upon  us  towards  these  children  and 
see  that  they  are  cared  for,  so  when  our  wo~k  here  is  done  we  may 
hear  Jesus  say  "Come  ye  blessed  of  My  Father;  inlierit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world."

For  years  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  working  as  an  agent 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  help  create  denominational 
morale.  As  an  agency  of  the  convention  it  has  worked  to  unify  the 
efforts  of  the  denomination  and  to  direct  these  efforts  in  the  evan- 
gelization and  Christianization  of  the  Homeland. 

(1)  Home  Missions  is  to  preach  the  gospel. 

(2)  To  organize  believers  into  churches. 

(3)  Help  these  churches  in  the  development  of  their  immediate 
fields  until  they  are  ready  to  take  their  places  in  the  regular  co-op- 
erative organizations  of  Baptist  Churches. 

There  are  fields  so  large,  so  widely  diffused,  with  tasks  so  diffi- 
cult; that  only  by  united  effort  can  we  'hope  for  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel. 

Home  Missions  include  from  the  northern  part  of  Maryland  to 
the  southern  tip  of  Florida — also  Cuba  and  Panama.  Objects  fos- 
tered in  Home  Missions  are  work  among  the  Jews,  the  foreigners,  the 
Indians,  the  Negroes,  and  mountaineers.  At  the  same  time  we  do  be- 
lieve in  a  direct  appeal  to  God  in  which,-  appeal  our  needs  are  laid  be- 
fore Him  and  our  claim  to  His  promises  are  urged.  What  he  puts  in 
the  heart  and  mind  of  individual  believers  is  righteousness  and  right. 
We  come  to  the  individual  through  our  Father  in  Heaven.  We  re- 
joice that  He  has  answered  us  with  thousands  of  dollars  now  being 
used  to  enlarge  the  missionary  program  of  the  Home  Missions 
Board.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Christ  said  unto  His  disciples,  "Ye  affaall  be  witnesses  unto  me, 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  into  the  ut- 
termost part  of  the  earth." 

In  1845  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  feeling  that  they  were 
not  reaching  the  utermost  part  of  the  earth  began  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Program,  with  two  Missionaries  and  few  if  any  converts.  Today 
we  are  at  work  in  thirteen  foreign  countries  and  have  415  Mission- 
aries, 2651  churches,  and  177,196  church  members. 
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The  one  aim  running-  through  all  the  foreign  mission  endeavor  of 
Southern  Baptists  has  been  to  preach  Christ  and  Him  crucified  for 
the  saving  of  men.  While  this  one  aim  is  held  before  us  there  are 
several  methods  of  approach;,  as  follows:  Field  work,  literature, 
schools  and  hospitals.  The  least  of  these  approaches  are  helpless 
without  either  prayer  or  money,  but  the  more  we  pray  faithfully  and 
the  more  money  we  put  into  this  cause  the  stronger  it  grows,  which 
enlarges  the  church  of  God.  Christ  not  only  saves  us  for  our  own 
good,  but  in  order  that  we  might  help  to  make  someone  else  safe. 
Today  our  prayers  and  dollars  are  soul  savers  to  many  who  are  being- 
lost.  Now  it  is  to  our  own  pleasure  to  open  our  hearts  and  save  or 
close  our  hearts  and  let  men  die  without  knowing  tfhe  joys  of  God. 

Inasmuch  as  there  stood  a  man  of  Macedonia  and  prayed  saying, 
''Come  over  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us,"  Acts  16:9,  there  are  men 
of  China  and  other  countries  who  are  calling  for  our  help  that  they 
might  know  of  Christ  and  His  teachings.

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CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  of 
Robeson  County. 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen 
by  the  various  churches  in  our  union  and  duly  sent  to  represent  them 
in  the  Association.  Who  shall  be  members  ?  Whom  they  judge  best 
qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  producing  letters  from  their  respect- 
ive churches  certifying  their  appointment  as  delegates. 

Art.  3.  The  Association  may  act  as  an  advisory  council,  but  shall 
make  no  laws  binding  on  the  churches. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Board. 

Art.  5.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  on  a  petition  by  letter 
and  delegates  if,  on  examination  they  be  found  orthodox,  manifested 
by  the  Moderator  giving  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to  the  delegates: 
Provided  further,  that  no  church  shall  be  admitted  without  a  site  to 
build  on  with  a  clear  title,  to  be  examined  by  a  committee. 

Art.  6.  Every  church  in  this  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  a  repre- 
sentation of  three  members  chosen  from  each  church:  Provided  fur- 
ther, the  preachers  from  the  various  churches  of  the  Association  shall 
have  the  same  power  as  the  delegates. 

Art.  7.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by  the  mem- 
ber who  made  it. 

Art.  8.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  an 
Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same,  for  raising 
and  supporting  of  what  we  think  is  the  duty  of  each  church  in  the 
Union  to  contribute  voluntarily  such  funds  as  they  think  proper,  and 
send  by  delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money  thus  contributed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association, 
who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all  moneys  received 
by  him  and  paid  out  according  to  directions  of  the  Association. 

Art.  9.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  3rd  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen. 

Art.  10.  Association  shall  have  power  (1)  to  provide  for  a 
union  of  the  churches.  (2)  to  present  inviolably  a  chain  of  communi- 
cation among  the  churches;  (3)  to  give  the  churches  all  necessary 
advice  in  matters  of  difficulty;  (4)  to  inquire  into  the  cause  if  the 
churches  fail  to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in  the  Association; 
(5)  to  appropriate  money  contributed  by  the  churches  to  the  Associa- 
tion to  any  purpose  deemed  proper;  (6)  to  appoint  any  members,  by 
and  with  their  consent,  to  transact  any  business  they  see  proper;  (7) 
to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this  Union  which  shall  violate  the 
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rules  of  this  Association,  deviating  from  the  orthodox  principles  of 
religion;  (8)  to  adjourn  themselves  at  the  time  specified  above  at 
such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Art.  11.  No  church  in  this  Association  shall  ordain  a  man  to  the 
full  work  of  the  Ministry  until  they  have  completed  the  7th  grade  in 
an  accredited  school. 

Art.  12.  This  form  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any  an- 
nual session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

RULES  OF  DECORUM 
Art.  1.    This  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 
Art.  2.    The  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  members  present. 

Art.  3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall  rise 
and  address  the  Moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  his  speech. 

Art.  4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted  in  his 
speech  by  any  one  except  the  Moderator  until  he  is  done  speaking. 

Art.  5.  He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject  and  in  no  wise  re. 
fleet  on  the  person  who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  remark  on  his  slips, 
failings  or  imperfections,  but  shall  state  the  case  and  matters  as 
clearly  as  he  can  so  as  to  convey  his  light  or  idea. 

Art.  6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  himself 
from  the  Association  without  permission. 

Art.  7.  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Association. 

Art.  8.  No  person  shall  engage  in  light  or  frivolous  conversa- 
tion, laughing,  etc.,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Association,  or  whisper 
m  time  of  speech. 

Art.  9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  another 
member  by  any  other  name  than  that  of  brother. 

Art.  10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or  pro- 
hibit him  from  speaking  until  he  gives  his  light  o*  the  subject,  ex- 
cept he  break  the  rules  of  decorum. 

Art .11.  The  names  of  the  delegates  of  the  Association  shall  be 
enrolled  by  the  Clerk  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association  re- 
quires. 

Art.  12.    The    Moderator    shall  be  last  to  speak  on  the  subject,

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PROCEEDINGS 
Thursday,  November  3,  1938 

The    Burnt    Swamp  Baptist  Association  met  in  its  Sixty- 
First  Annual  Session  with  Mt.  Olive  Church. 
Devotional  was  conducted  by  Bro.  S.  M.  Bell. 

The  Moderator  read  for  the  lesson  the  23rd  chapter  of 
Psalms.  The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  a  majority  found 
present.  Bro.  W.  G.  Revels  and  Bro.  Burnie  Locklear  were  ap- 
pointed finance  committee. 

The  delegates  were  enrolled  and  finance  collected.  The  roll 
of  delegates  was  called.  The  moderator  declared  the  house 
ready  for  business  and  extended  an  invitation  to  newly  consti- 
tuted churches.  New  Bethel  applied  for  membership  by  petition 
letter.  A  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  W.  G.  Hunt,  Rev.  C.  E. 
Locklear  and  Rev.  M.  C.  Lunsford,  to  investigate  and  report. 

The  introductory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  L.  W.  Ja- 
cobs.  Text:    St.  Matthew,  16th  chapter,  18th  verse. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Locklear. 

Benediction  by  Rev.  Dawley  Maynor. 

Noon. 

1  P.  M. — The  Association  was  called  in  session.  Bro.  G.  W. 
Locklear  conducted  the  devotional. 

The  Moderator  read  Romans,  8th  chapter. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  house  ready  for  business. 

On  motion  all  officers  were  re-elected. 

Bro.  G.  W.  Locklear,  Rev.  Roy  Maynor  and  Bro.  T.  C.  Cum- 
mings  were  appointed  program  committee. 

Bro.  Ambrose  Locklear,  Bro.  A.  A.  Carter  were  appointed 
obituary  committee. 

On  motion  the  reports  were  taken  up. 

The  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  Bro.  J.  L.  Car- 
ter. 

Report  on  Sunday  Schools 

The  Sunday  School  must  come^into  its  own  and  be  accepted  as  an 
institution  of  progress  and  worth.  The  family  must  feel  its  need; 
the  community   must  give  it  a  dignified  place;   the  state  must  re- 
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gard  it  as  a  factor  in  law  enforcement;  society  must  recognize  it  as 
a  necessary  agency  of  uplift  and  higher  life. 

The  threat  of  war  is  a  ghastly  reminder  of  the  temporary 
failure  of  civilization,  which  is  due  largely  to  the  badly  balanced 
training  given  during  past  generations  to  the  young  of  the  European 
nations.  The  fundamental  error  has  been,  that  of  teaching  race  dis- 
parity instead  of  race  unity;  and  race  hatred  in  place  of  interna- 
tional fellowship. 

The  community  which  maintains  a  good  Sunday  School  regularly 
is  thereby  raised  in  vklue  commercially.  The  price  of  real  estate  is 
thereby  relatively  increased  and  business  of  every  man  in  that  lo- 
cality is  improved. 

Our  modern  standards  of  training  are  now  so  high  that  it  re- 
quires the  assistance  of  all  interested  persons  adequately  to  educate 
the  young.  The  public  school  has  been  somewhat  wrongly  charged 
with  being  a  failure.  It  has  not  really  failed,  but  has  performed 
reasonably  well  the  burden  of  work  which  has  been  heaped  upon  it. 
It  is  the  people  themselves  that  have  failed.  They  have  not  kept 
themselves  in  close  touch  with  the  school  or  even  reasonably  well  in- 
formed as  to  what  this  institution  has  been  trying  to  do.  The  people 
have  failed  to  organize  and  support  co-ordinating  institutions,  such 
as  a  well-directed  scheme  of  home  training  of  the  young,  and  a  well- 
thought-out  program  of  discipline  and  direction  for  the  community 
life  of  the  boys  and  girls.  The  community  must  awaken  to  its  new 
responsibility. 

The  people  have  likewise  failed  to  recognize  the  present  need  of 
all  young,  without  respect  to  age  or  class,  for  a  systematic  course  of 
training  in  Sunday  School,  or  to  provide  otherwise  the  means  which 
pertain  directly  to  Christian  education.  Sunday  School  workers  ev- 
erywhere must  realize  the  logical  force  of  the  position  stated  here. 
As  long  as  they  continue  merely  to  regard  the  Sunday  School  as  an 
institution  set  apart  for  those  whom  it  may  incidentally  benefit;  so 
long  as  Sunday  School  teachers  are  content  to  give  a  little  light  in- 
struction of  a  traditional  manner,  to  the  young  who  chance  to  come 
into  their  classes — so  long  will  the  Sunday  School  remain  more  or 
less  dormant  and  fail  to  realize  its  splendid  possibilities  as  a  child- 
helping  agency. 

As  implied  above,  there  was  never  a  time  in  the  history  of  the 
world  when  a  one-sided  education  stood  out  as  such  a  futile 
undertaking  as  this  present  time.  Compulsory  education  of  the  in- 
tellect, the  head,  has  long  been  well-nigh  universal.  The  required 
course  of  systematic  training  in  the  manual  and  industrial  arts,  edu- 
cation of  the  hand,  has  likewise  become  something  of  a  universal 
practice.  But  the  training  of  the  heart,  that  is,  the  instruction  of 
the  young  in  the  matters  which  tend  to  prepare  them  for  taking  their 
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places  in  a  world  of  higher  spiritual  purposes,  this  is  a  matter  which 
has  been  woefully  neglected. 

So  long  as  we  educate  by  piecemeal  we  shall  have  a  fragmentary 
civilization.  Nothing  short  of  a  comprehensive  and  thoroughly  sys- 
tematic course  of  training,  such  as  will  meet  and  direct  all  the  domi- 
nant issues  of  life  as  they  appear  to  the  everchanging  young  indi- 
vidual— nothing  short  of  this  program  will  ever  enable  us  to  realize 
the  fullness  of  power  and  supremacy  of  which  a  united  human  race! 
is  capable. 

Wherefore,  team  work  is  not  only  'a  most  significant  aspect  of 
all  child  training,  but  the  Sunday  School  must  be  thought  of  by  'all 
as  an  important  unit  in  the  co-operative  movement.  Christianity  will 
then  receive  its  place  in  character  development  and  not  be  regarded, 
as  a  mere  convenience  of  those  who  happen  to  accept  its  teachings. 
Christianity  must  be  taught,  not  simply  caught.

Report  on  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

First,  we  would  like  to  know  just  what  B.  Y.  P.  U.  means.  It  is 
the  Baptist  Young  People's  Union.  The  training  of  our  young  boys 
and  girls. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  one  of  the  best  organizations  we  could  have 
in  the  way  of  training  our  boys  and  girls.  In  this  Union  we  get 
training  that  we  would  fail  to  get  any  other  place.  Each  one  has  an 
opportnity  of  expressing  themselves.  In  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  we  get  in 
the  habit  of  reading  God's  word  daily,  which  is  fine  for  every  young 
Christian.    Then  our  prayer  life  is  strengthened. 

Jesus  said,  "work  while  it  is  yet  day,  for  the  night  cometh  when  no 
man  can  work."  And  that  is  what  we  try  to  do  in  our  B.  Y.  P.  U. — 
keep  our  youth  at  work. 

1.  If  our  boys  and  girls,  the  hope  of  the  future,  do  not  receive 
a  higher  education,  the  churches  will  soon  be  deprived  of  an  edu- 
cated leadership  and  discredited  before  the  world. 

2.  Never  were  the  educational  responsibilities  of  a  church 
greater  than  today.  Religious  education  has  been  almost  entirely 
eliminated  from  schools  and  homes.  Therefore,  the  churches  will 
have  to  share  the  responsibility,  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  one  of  the 
best  factors  we  have. 

3.  Too  often  we  have  thought  of  the  worship  service,  the  Sun- 
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day  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  prayer  meetings  and  other  agencies,  as 
separate  and  independent  of  each  other — But  they  are  not — rather 
we  should  think  of  them  as  interdependent.  The  preaching  service 
is  not  one  thing  and  these  other  agencies  another.  Representatives 
of  all  the  various  organizations  should  sit  together  at  certain  times 
and  discuss  the  work  of  each. 

It  will  be  a  great  day  in  the  life  of  any  church  when  we  can  come 
together,  plan  together,  think  together,  and  go  forward  together  in 
a  great  united  program  of  training  our  boys  and  girls  for  Christ's 
work. 

So  I  hope  each  church  that  does  not  have  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  will  or- 
ganize one  Sunday,  because  it  is  really  worth-while.  Our  youth  is 
in  need  of  something  that  is  high  and  noble — something  that  will 
help  them  to  be  great  leaders  of  tomorrow.

Report  on  Orphanage 

If  the  appealing  look  of  an  orphan  child  cannot  touch  a  human 
heiart,  surely  that  heart  is  made  of  stone.  To  every  formal  chlSjld 
the  greatest  man  on  earth  is  father,  and  the  greatest  woman  is  moth- 
er. When  death  takes  away  the  child's  parents,  it  becomes  the  bind- 
ing duty  of  the  church  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  physical 
support,  the  education  and  religious  training  of  that  child.  Unfor- 
tunately the  church  has,  so  far,  made  provision  for  only  a  fraction 
of  her  possibilities  in  this  great  field  of  opportunity. 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Association  has  not  long  been  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention;  and,  therefore,  up  to  the  present  time, 
no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  care  of  Indian  children  at  Thomas- 
ville,  where  our  Baptist  Orphanage  is  located.  However,  the  super- 
intendent and  trustees  of  the  Thomasville  Orphanage  are  greatly  in- 
terested in  our  Indian  work,  and  right  now  are  willing  to  help  us  in 
what  is  known  as  Mothers'  Aid  work  until  more  ample  provision  can 
be  made. 

In  view  of  all  these  things,  let  all  our  churches  give  as  liberally 
as  possible  so  that  the  Mothers'  Aid  work  may  be  carried  to  a  high 
degree  in  our  Association.  Let  us  also  work  and  wait  for  that  good 
day  when  adequate  provision  can  be  made  for  the  care  of  our  Indian 
orphan  children  at  our  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage.

Report  on  Aged  Ministers'  Relief 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion has  completed  its  twentieth  year  of  service.  This  Board  should 
find  a  larger  place  in  the  hdarts  of  our  people  than  has  been  ac- 
corded it  hitherto.  It  has  rendered  a  great  service,  but  it  is  capable 
of  rendering-  a  still  greater  service.  The  benefits  paid  by  this  Board 
during  the  first  twenty  years  were  $3,253,150.42.  Our  people  should 
make  the  work  of  this  Board  a  matter  of  earnest  study  ^.nd  prayer 
and  give  to  it  their  most  hearty  cooiperation. 

The  Care  of  our  Aged  and  Infirm  Preachers  and  Widows 

Our  Board  continually  faces  the  great  task  laid  upon  it  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  by  the  various  States  of  providing 
food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  thousands  of  ministers  who  have  grown 
old  in  the  service  of  Christ  and  for  the  widows  of  ministers  who  have 
gone  to  their  Heavenly  reward.  The  time  has  not  come  and  will  not 
come  for  many  years  when  there  will  not  be  the  necessity  for  aid- 
ing these  servants  if  the  Lord,  and  the  amounts  that  we  are  paying 
them  ought  by  all  means  to  be  increased,  for  they  are  pitifully  small. 
Fellowship  Offerings 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  continuing  to  ask  that  the 
churches  take  at  least  one  FELLOWSHIP  OFFERING  in  connection 
"with  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  each  year  and  send  it 
through  the  State  Secretary-Treasurer  marked  "Special  Fellowship 
Offering  for  Ministerial  Relief."  A  growing  number  of  our  churches 
"have  done  this  and  yet  the  great  majority  have  neglected  it.  If  thou- 
sands of  our  churches  would  take  this  Fellowship  Offering  the  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board  will  be  able  to  send  thousands  of  dollars 
more  money  to  our  aged  and  dependent  veterans. 
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Annuities  for  Our  Preachers  Who  Retire  in  Future  Years 

Many  churches  and  pastors  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
have  taken  the  long  look  and  entered  into  cooperation  with  the  Re- 
lief and  Annuity  Board  looking  to  the  building  of  an  annuity  on 
which  the  minister  and  his  family  may  live  after  he  retires  from 
active  service.  Retirement  may  be  as  early  as  65  or  may  be  deferred 
to  a  later  date,  according  to  circumstances.  Churches  having  minis- 
ters who  are  provided  for  through  an  annuity  play  are  more  likely 
to  continue  them  in  service  after  they  are  65  than  if  they  are  not  so 
provided. 

It  will  be  well  for  our  churches  to  make  diligent  inquiry  into  this 
plan,  and,  of  course,  our  preachers  should  also  give  it  their  earnest 
consideration.  For  further  information  relative  to  this  Convention 
Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  our  preachers  and  church  leaders  are  in- 
vited to  write  to  their  State  Secretary  of  Missions  or  to  Dr.  Thomas 
J.  Watts,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  2002 
Tower  Petroleum  Building,  Dallas,  Texas.

Report  on  Stewardship  and  Every  Member  Canvass 

A  steward  is  "one  in  charge  of  affairs  or  possessions  not  his 
own."  He  is  to  administer  these  affairs  not  in  his  own  interest,  but 
in  the  interest  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  owner.  The 
owner  is  God,  and  we  should  administer  all  for  Him  and  His  glory. 

The  first  words  of  the  Bible  are:  "God  created  the  heavens  and 
the  earth."  And  Abram  said  unto  the  King  of  Sodom,  I  have  lifted 
up  mine  hand  unto  the  Lord,  the  most  high  God,  the  possessor  of 
heaven  and  earth.  (Gen.  14:22).  "The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the 
fullness  thereof."  (Psa.  24:1).  "For  every  beast  of  the  forest  is 
mine,  and  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills."  (Psa.  50:10).  "The  sil- 
ver is  mine  and  the  gold  is  mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."  (Hag.  2:8). 
God  allows  man  to  use  his  possessions,  but  has  never  surrendered  His 
ownership. 

"Ye  are  not  your  own,  for  ye  were  bought  with  a  price."  (1  Cor. 
6:19-20).  This  does  not  mean  simply  that  our  souls  belong  to  God, 
but  all  that  we  are— hands  and  heart,  time,  talents,  influence  and  all 
that  we  have  and  are  belong  to  God,  and  we  are  to  use  all  to  the 
glory  of  Him.  Realizing  that  we  do  not  own  anything  in  the  earth, 
not  even  ourselves  it  behooves  us  to  concern  ourselves  about  what  we 
owe  God.    Paul  said,  "Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one 
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of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  ^ts  God  hath  prospered  him,  that  there  be 
no  gatherings  when  I  come." 

Southern  Baptists  have  adopted  the  Every  Member  Canvass 
Plan  to  help  its  members  pay  God  their  dues.  The  plan  is  to  havet 
every  member  give  a  definite  amount  to  the  church  each  month  or 
year.  "They  first  gave  themselves  to  the  Lord."  (2  Cor.  8:5).  ''Let 
every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store  as  God  hlas  prospered."  (1  Cor. 
16:2).    "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse."     (Mai.  3:10). 

Remember  Stewardship  is  a  trust  committed  to  us.    James  said, 
"To  him  who  knoweth  to  do  good  and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin."

Report  on  State  Missions 

We  are  bound  not  only  to  State  Missions  but  to  the  whole  pro- 
gram of  missions  when  our  Lord  tells  us,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  un- 
to me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."  And  when  he  said,  "Lift  up  your 
eyes  and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest." 

Through  this  medium,  missions,  every  Christian  may  send  the 
word  of  God,  the  gospel  of  salvation  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

The  task  of  State  missions  is  a  far-reaching  and  exceedingly 
large  one.  The  task  of  State  Missions  is  to  grow,  educate,  train,  and 
develop  the  Churches.  This  program  includes  the  following:  1. 
Support  of  pastors  for  weak,  struggling  churches:  2.  The  promo- 
tion of  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions,  W.  M.  U.,  and  Brotherhood 
work;  3.  The  support  of  Christian  education;  4.  The  support  of 
benevolent  and  charitable  enterprises;  5.  The  maintenance  of  the 
denominational  paper  and  general  publicity;  6.  The  work  of  stew- 
ardship; 7.  The  promotion  of  the  Cooperative  Program  and  Every 
Member  Canvass;  and  8.  Any  other  task  that  is  necessary  to  the 
development  of  the  churches  in  the  State. 

This  is  a  full  and  clear  program  and  the  extent  to  which  this 
program  is  carried  out  depends  upon  our  efforts  toward  making  this 
program  a  success.  It  should  ,be  an  urge  to  us  to  be  loyal  to  State 
Missions  and  to  contribute  regularly  to  the  Baptist  Co-operative  pro- 
gram.

In  this  beautiful  and  favored  Southland  of  ours  there  are  twen- 
ty-four million  people  twelve  years  of  age  and  older,  who  have  never 
made  a  confession  of  faith  in  Christ.  In  this  vast  number  are  many 
foreigners,  mountaineers,  Indians  and  Negroes.  There  are  also  45,000 
mutes  for  whom  Home  Missions  fosters  work.  For  all  these  Jesus 
died.  And  the  same  Lord  is  Lord  over  all.  For  whosoever  shall  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved.  How  then  shall  they  call 
on  whom  they  have  not  believed?  And  how  shall  they  believe  in 
Whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?    And  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent? 

Christ  gave  his  disciples  the  great  commission:  "Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  gospel."  We  all  can't  go,  but  we  all  can 
help  send  some  one,  and  give  of  our  means  to  help  support  those 
who  have  gone.

Report  on  W.  M.  U. 

The  watchword  of  the  year,  "Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due 
His  name.  Bring  an  offering  and  come  into  His  courts."  (Ps.  96:8), 
has  been  a  guide  all  through  the  years  to  greater  service  to  our  Lord. 

Since  1888  W.  M.  U.  work  has  maintained  the  high  aim  thus  set 
up  by  a  group  of  devout  Christian  women  from  ten  states,  who  met  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  May  11,  1888.  This  50th  anniversary  is  a  year  of  re- 
dedication  for  better  service  and  bigger  service  for  our  Lord. 

The  jubilee  goal  is  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in  all  phases  of  W.  M. 
U.  work.  There  will  also  be  a  love-gift  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  to 
be  spent  in  the  South  for  enlargement.  In  the  Burnt  Swamp  Asso- 
ciation there  are  53  organizations.  These  gave  $354.41  in  1937.  This 
year,  1938,  we  are  striving  to  increase  our  offering  ten  per  cent  above 
that  of  last  year.  Also  we  are  redeeming  a  $50  Golden  Jubilee  cer- 
tificate for  our  young  people.

Report  on  Christian  Education 

r 

Proverbs  1:7:  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wis- 
dom." 

Education  in  America  today  is  being  emphasized  more  than  ever 
and  tremendous  progress  has  been  made  in  the  past  few  years.  High- 
er institutions  of  learning  are  manufacturing  school  teachers  at  a 
rapid  rate. 

But  the  question  arises,  ''With  all  of  the  progress  made  in  this 
field,  do  we  have  the  right  kind  of  education?"  They  tell  us  that  the 
youth  of  our  country  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  crime  of  today. 
A  recent  letter  from  one  of  the  young  ministerial  students  in  one  of 
the  large  cities  said  that  he  and  his  wife  had  occasion  tq  be  on  the 
streets  at  midnight  and  that  they  saw  numbers  of  drunks  of  which 
90  per  cent  were  boys  and  girls  fourteen  years  old  and  up.  The  let- 
ter stated  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  policemen  to  knock  some  of 
them  down.  Illiteracy  has  decreased  and  intelligence  has  increased 
but  crime  shows  an  alarming  growth. 

Why  is  this  true  ? 

Because  American  education  lacks  moral  power,  excluding,  as  it 
does,  religious  instruction.  Morality  rests  on  religion  and  withers  in 
the  absence  of  religious  instruction.    The  whole  trouble  lies  in  the1 
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fact  that  education  today  is  leaving  God  out  of  its  curriculum.  The 
word,  "Christian,"  ought  to  be  inserted  before  the  word,  "education." 

God  is  being  left  out  of  the  home,  too.  A  certain  lady  was  being 
divorced  from  her  husband.  She  wished  to  retain  custody  of  her 
six-year-old  son.  She  was  asked  if  this  would  not  be  hard  on  her 
since  she  worked.  She  replied  that  she  had  Sunday  off  and  she  could 
take  the  boy  out  to  the  woods  to  study  nature,  or  to  some  movie.  Not 
once  did  she  say  that  they  would  go  to  Sunday  School  or  church. 

Religion  and  education  ought  not  to  be  divorced.  The  Roman 
Catholic  Church  recognizes  this  fact  and  they  insist  that  their  Church 
must  dominate  in  the  matter  of  the  education  of  their  children.  They 
are  asking  the  government  for  tax  money  to  support  their  schools. 
Protestants  and  Baptists  at  one  time  also  realized  the  value  of  reli- 
gious education  and  they  founded  several  of  our  earliest  universities. 
The  founders  were  men  with  religious  principles  who  believed  in  and 
served  the  God  of  the  Bible. 

But  today  the  desire  to  encourage  the  free-school  system  and 
state  universities  has  so  taken  hold  on  the  people  that  God  has 
gradually  slipped  out,  as  in  Germany,  Japan,  and  Italy.  If  we  con- 
tinue, our  fate  will  be  as  the  nations  just  mentioned.  More  mission- 
ary work  around  our  own  doors  is  needed.  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  is 
the  beginning  of  wisdom."  ''Scholarship,"  said  Woodrow  Wilson,  "is 
usually  more  fruitful  when  associated  with  religion;  and  scholar- 
ship has  never  ,so  far  as  I  can  recall,  been  associated  with  any  reli- 
gion except  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ."  Mere  learning  untouched 
by  the  sweet  influence  of  Jesus  Christ  may  be  more  of  a  peril  than, 
a  blessing.

With  this  in  mind, 
most  of  our  churches  need  remodeling.    The  Sunday  Schools  cannot 
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be  as  they  should  be  and  the  churches  will  not  thrive  unless  we  re- 
alize these  f|acts  and  do  our  part  in  finding  a  remedy  for  these  con- 
ditions. The  sure  remedy  is  to  educate  our  people  to  their  duty  and 
conditions  will  take  care  of  themselves.

CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association,  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  of 
Robeson  County. 

Article  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  members 
chosen  by  the  various  churches'  in  our  union  and  duly  sent  to  rep- 
resent them  in  the  Association.  Who  shall  be  members?  Whom 
they  judge  best  qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  producing  letters 
from  their  respective  churches  certifying  their  appointment  as 
delegates. 

Article  3.  The  Association  may  act  as  an  advisory  counecil, 
but  shall  make  no  laws  binding  on  the  churches. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Mod- 
erator, Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Board. 

Article  5.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  on  a  petition  by 
letter  and  delegates  if,  on  examination  they  be  found  orthodox, 
manifested  by  the  Moderator  giving  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to 
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the  delegates:  Provided  further,  that  no  church  shall  be  admitted 
without  a  site  to  build  on  with  a  clear  title,  to  be  examined  by  a 
committee. 

Article  6.  Every  church  in  this  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
representation  of  three  members  chosew  from  each  church:  Provid- 
ed further,  the  preachers  from  the  various  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  have  the  same  power  as  the  delegates  . 

Article  7.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  un- 
der the  consideration  of  the  Association,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by 
the  member  who  made  it. 

Article  8.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should 
have  an  Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same, 
for  raising  and  supporting  of  what  we  think  is  the  duty  of  each 
church  in  the  Union  to  contribute  voluntarily  such  funds  as  they 
think  proper,  and  send  by  delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money 
thus  contributed  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Association,  who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all 
monevs  received  by  him  and  paid  out  according  to  direction  of  the 
Association. 

Article  9.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  be- 
gin on  Thursday  before  the  3rd  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place 
as  may  be  chosen. 

Article  10.  Association  shall  have  power  (1)  to  provide  for 
a  union  of  the  churches.  (2)  to  prpsent  inviolably  a  chain  of  com- 
munication among  the  churches:  (3)  to  give  the  churches  all  nec- 
essary advice  in  matters  of  difficulty;  (4)  to  inquire  into  the 
cause  if  the  churches  fail  to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in 
the  Association;  (5)  to  appropriate  money  contributed  by  the 
churches  to  the  Association  to  any  purpose  deemed  proper;  (6)  to 
appoint  any  members,  by  and  with  their  consent,  to  transact  any 
business  they  see  proper;  (7)  to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this 
Union  which  shall  violate  the  rules  of  this  Association,  deviating 
from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion;  (8)  to  adjourn  themselves 
at  the  time  specified  above  at  such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Article  11.  No  church  in  this  Association  shall  ordain  a  man 
to  the  full  work  of  the  Ministry  until  they  have  completed  the  7th 
grade  in  an  accredited  school. 

Arti^e  12.  This  form  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any 
anrual  session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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RULES  OF  DECORUM 

Article  1.     This  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

Article  2.     The    Moderator,    Clerk    and  Treasurer    shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  present  . 

Article  3.     Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall 

rise  and  address  the  Moderator  when  hs  is  about  to  make  his 
speech. 

Article  4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted 
in  his  speech  by  any  one  except  the  Moderator  until  he  is  done 
speaking. 

Article  5.  He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject  and  in  no 
wise  reflect  on  the  person  who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  remark  on 
his  slips,  failings  or  imperfections,  but  shall  state  the  case  and  mat- 
ters, as  clearly  as  he  can  so  as  to  convey  his  light  or  idea. 

Article  6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  him- 
self from  the  Association  without  permission. 

Article  7.  No  person  shall  rise  arid  speak  more  than  twice 
on  the  same  subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Association. 

Article  8.  No  person,  shall  engage  in  light  or  frivolous  con- 
versation, laughing,  etc.,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Association,  or 
whisper  in  time  of  speech. 

Article  9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  an- 
other member  by  any  other  name  than  that  of  brother. 

Article  TO.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or 
prohibit  him  from  speaking-  until  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject, 
except  he  break  the  rules  of  decorum. 

Article  11.  The  names  of  the  delegates  of  the  Association  shall 
be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association 
requires. 

Article  12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  last  to  speak  on  the  sub- 
ject, who  may  give  his  opinion,  if  he  pleases,  before  he  puts  the 
matter  to  a  vote,  but  shall  not  vote  himself  unless  the  Association 
be  divided. 

Article  13.  Any  member  who  shall  knowingly  or  willinp-lv 
break  anv  of  these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as 
it  shall  think  proner. 

Article  14.  These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  ses- 
sion by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  presemt. 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SIXTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  SES- 
SION OF  BURNT  SWAMP  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  HELD 
WITH  HARPER'S  FERRY  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
OCTOBER  12-13,  1939 
THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  met  in  Harper's 
Ferry  Baptist  church  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Modera- 
tor Rev.  S.  A.  Hammond,  at  10:20  A.  M. 

Brother  G.  W.  Locklear  conducted  the  devotional  ser- 
vice, singing,  "O  For  a  Closer  Walk  With  God,"  prayer  was 
offered  by  brother  Wiley  Jones. 

The  moderator  offered  words  of  welcome  and  read  the 
23rd  Psalm,  after  which  prayer  was  offered  by  brother  G.  W. 
Locklear. 

In  the  absence  of  the  regular  clerk,  brother  W.  D.  Oxen- 
dine,  the  moderator  appointed  J.  L.  Carter,  clerk  protem. 

The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  a  majority  found 
present.  The  moderator  declared  them  ready  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  extended  an  invitation  to  newly  con- 
stituted churches. 

The  organization  was  taken  up.  Rev.  M.  C.  Lunsford  act- 
ed as  moderator  protem.  The  following  officers  were  elected: 

Rev.  S.  A.  Hammond,  Moderator,  J.  L.  Carter,  Clerk,  Rev. 
L.  W.  Jacobs,  Treas.  and  Reading  Clerk.  The  following  were 
reelected  to  the  Executive  Board:  L.  W.  Jacobs,  W.  D.  Oxen- 
dine  C.  E.  Locklear,  W.  G.  Revels,  J.  L.  Carter. 

On  motion  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a 
resolution  of  thanks  in  honor  to  our  former  clerk,  brother  W. 
D.  Oxendine,  for  his  faithful  service  to  the  Association.  This 
resolution  to  be  appended  to  the  minutes.  The  moderator  ap- 
pointed Rev.  L.  W.  Jacobs,  G.  W.  Locklear  and  J.  L.  Carter 
as  this  committee. 

On  motion  T.  C.  Cummings,  G.  W.  Locklear  and  Rev. 
Roy  Maynor  were  appointed  as  program  committee. 

The  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  recorded. 
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The  introductory  sermon  was  brought  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Lock- 
lear,  reading  St.  Luke  14:  16-24.  He  delivered  a  very  timely 
and  appropriate  message.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Roy 
Maynor,  the  association  sang  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  To  Thee." 

On  motion  to  adjourn  for  lunch,  Rev.  L.  W.  Jacobs  led 
in  prayer. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON 

The  moderator  called  the  afternoon  session  at  1 :30  P.  M. 
Worship  was  led  by  brother  R.  D.  Locklear.  Prayer  was  of- 
fered by  brother  S.  M.  Bell. 

The  moderator  read  St.  John  14th  chapter,  and  declared 
the  ready  for  business,  appointing  W.  G.  Revels  and  G.  W. 
Locklear  to  serve  as  finance  committee. 

The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  finance  collected. 

Beulah  Baptist  church  applied  for  membership  by  peti- 
tion letter.  The  following  were  appointed  by  the  moderator 
as  a  committee  to  examine  the  orthodox  of  this  church;  Rev. 
Roy  Maynor,  Rev.  C.  E.  Locklear  and  brother  T.  C.  Cummings. 

The  moderator  appointed  Rev.  M.  C.  Lunsford  and 
brother  W.  H.  Godwin  as  obituary  committee. 

On  motion  the  program  was  taken  up. 

The  report  on  Sunday  School  was  read  by  Bro.  C.  A. 
Sampson.  After  a  brief  discussion  by  C.  A.  Sampson  and  J. 
L.  Carter  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Great  Teacher,  Jesus  Christ,  emphasized  teaching  the 
Gospel  next  to  preaching  the  Gospel.  He  said,  "Go  ye  therefore  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations — teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  We  must  teach  in  order  to 
win  to  Christ.  And  to  teach  these  to  continue  in  God.  It  is  in  obe- 
dience to  His  divine  command  that  the  church  maintains  the  Sun- 
day School. 

Teaching  the  Scriptures  is  an  important  element  in  the  prog- 
ress of  Christianity,  committed  to  the  New  Testament  Church. 
Paul  in  his  exhortation  to  Timothy,  charges  Him  (Timothy)  that, 
"All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable  for 
doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteous- 
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ness;  and  that  the  men  of  God,  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnish- 
ed unto  all  good  works.  I  charge  thee  therefore  before  God,  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  preach  the  word;  Make  full  proof  of  thy  min- 
istry." And  I  think  that  the  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  insti- 
tution in  all  the  world  for  getting  God's  word  into  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  all  the  people. 

The  Sunday  School  has  been  a  great  factor  in  the  elimination 
of  error  and  doubt.  It  has  overcome  evil  influences  which  all 
down  through  the  ages  have  tried  to  engulf  every  trace  of  Chris- 
tianity as  a  vital  force  in  the  world.  It  is  the  channel  'through  which 
the  Christian  may  commit  to  man  the  thing  which  he  has  heard  of 
Him.  "Whom  to  know  is  life  eternal." 

The  Importance  of  the  Sunday  School  task  demands  an  inu 
creasing  number  of  more  fully  committed  and  better  trained  work- 
ers. There  are  untold  numbers  in  our  several  communities  who  have 
not  been  reached.  The  growth  and  progress  of  the  future  Church 
depends  so  much  on  the  enlistment  and  training  of  the  thousands 
of  souls  who  may  be  reached  only  through  the  Sunday  School.  A 
majority  of  the  unsaved  people  of  our  communities  are  unenroll- 
ed.  It  is  the  task  of  the  Church  to  reach  and  teach  them.  What 
will  we  do  about  it?  Shall  we  sit  carelessly  around  and  let  them 
go  untaught,  uninformed  about  God's  will  concerning  them.  God 
Forbid.  But  may  we  rather  do  as  He  has  commanded.  "Go  into 
my  Vineyard  and  work  and  whatsoever  is  right  I  will  pay  thee. 
The  task  is  before  us.    Shall  we  shirk  or  serve  ? 

It  is  evident  that  there  are  destitute  places  in  our  association 
where  a  Mission  Program  should  be  put  on  for  the  purpose  of 
enlisting  and  securing  better  attendance  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  So 
many  of  our  Church  members  don't  have  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School  at  heart.  Let's  see  if  we  can't  enlist  and  interest  the  care- 
less church  members  of  our  association  to  a  greater  sense  of  their 
church  duty.  And  if  we  succeed  in  our  undertaking  I  am  sure  that 
God  will  put  his  smile  of  approval  upon  it.

RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE 

When  we  think  of  Religious  Literature,  we  naturally  think 
of  printed  pages.  I  want  to  remind  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association 
of  the  old  saying  that  you  can't  judge  a  book  by  its  color.  This  old 
saying  applies  to  all  printed  pages.  Today,  as  never  before,  there 
are  so  many  printed  pages  with  beautiful  covers,  to  attract  atten- 
tion, disguised  as  religious  literature.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  so 
called  religious  literature,  and  every  other  kind  of  man  made 
isms,  that  knows  nothing  about  Christianity.  Merely  calling  litera- 
ture religious,  does  not  make  it  so.  It  must  be  backed  by  the  Holy 
Bible.  When  so  treated,  it  becomes  Christian  Literature. 

We  should  be  more  concerned  about  the  kind  of  literature  our 
children  use.  We  should  guard  the  home  against  this  deceiving  type 
of  literature.  Let's  see  that  our  children  get  the  best,  the  Bible, 
and  others  may  be  added  as  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Christian  Her- 
ald, Sunday  School  Times  and  Sunday  School  Builder.

The  report  on  Orphanage  was  read  by  Miss  Mary  Liver- 
more.  Rev.  L.  W.  Jacobs  spoke  on  the  report  and  the  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  INDIAN  ORPHANAGE 

Much  interest  has  been  aroused  in  our  county  this  last  year 
in  building  an  orphanage  on  the  ground  opposite  the  Normal 
School  given  by  Mr.  E.  L.  Odum  years  ago.  He  had  in  mind  train- 
ing for  Christian  ministers  and  workers,  and  also  provision  for  orph- 
an children.  Much  has  been  accomplished  for  the  first  objective 
but  little  for  the  second,  and  in  the  meantime  many  neglected 
children  have  grown  to  maturity  unguided  and  untaught. 

A  fine  report  on  the  Orphanage  was  presented  to  this  Asso- 
ciation by  Rev.  C  .E.  Locklear  in  1929,  just  ten  years  ago,  in  which 
he  reminded  the  brethren  that  three  years  before  that  the  Associa- 
tion had  discussed  building  an  Orphans  Home,  and  that  in  1927  a 
resolution  had  been  passed  by  the  Associaiton  asking  all  the 
churches  to  send  money  for  that  purpose,  but  the  response  had 
been  slow,  and  to  that  date  only  $513.00  had  been  raised.  He  spoke 
of  the  need  then  realized  to  exist  among  widows  and  orphans  in 
the  Association  and  appealed  for  action.  The  work  of  Mothers  Aid 
was  also  discussed  and  the  Association  passed  a  resolution  estab-

lishing  an  Orphan  and  Mothers  Aid  Society  "for  the  purpose  of 
helping  the  unfortunate  children  in  the  bounds  of  said  Associa- 
tion." A  constitution  for  this  society  was  proposed  and  adopted 
and  is  given  in  the  Minutes  for  the  Association  in  1929.  A  commit- 
tee of  seven  was  appointed  to  oversee  this  work  and  report  regu- 
larly to  the  union  meetings  and  the  Association. 

This  society  was  active  for  several  years,  but  as  the  county 
began  Mothers  Aid  work  the  cases  were  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  and  regular  organized  private  welfare 
work  by  the  Association  was  discontinued.  Special  cases  have  been 
reported  to  union  and  Association  meetings  and  to  churches  and 
have  been,  helped,  but  to  cover  the  whole  field  and  visit  and  inves- 
tigate as  the  work  requires  takes  too  much  time  for  busy  people 
to  give. 

The  need  continues,  both  for  Mothers  Aid  and  orphanage 
care,  as  no  well  informed  person  can  doubt.  Public  agencies  do  not 
accept  all  cases  that  need  help,  and  cannot  attempt  the  personal 
service  that  Christians  are  asked  to  give.  Even  those  receiving 
public  aid  need  friendly  visiting  and  supplemental  help  and  ad- 
vice. At  present  the  welfare  department  says  lack  of  funds  pre- 
vents the  acceptance  of  new  cases  however  needy.  Christians  can- 
not delegate  their  responsibility  for  personal  service  to  the  needy 
and  for  training  of  neglected  youth  to  the  county,  state  or  nation, 
and  meet  the  requirements  of  our  Master.  A  little  Bbile  study  of 
our  obligations  to  the  poor  and  to  children  will  speedily  show  this. 

All  the  Christian  leaders  of  the  Indian  people  feel  this  obli- 
gation and  want  to  do  something  about  it,  so  they  came  together 
last  February  and  organized  the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Association. 
Ministers  and  workers  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  have  been 
leaders  in  this  organization.  The  plan  is  to  revive  the  Mothers  Aid 
work  by  committees  in  every  church  and  collect  funds  on  certain 
Sundays  chosen  by  the  Sunday  Schools.  As  some  churches  are 
stronger  than  others  and  some  needy  cases  are  in  unreached  com- 
munities it  is  recommended  that  these  funds  be  sent  to  Rev.  J.  R. 
Lowry,  treasurer  of  the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Association,  and  used 
in  Mothers  Aid  work  in  the  homes  done  by  the  Executive  Secretary, 
Miss  Mary  Livermore.  She  works  with  the  guidance  and  approval 
of  a  Case  Committee  representing  the  churches,  the  chairman  of 
which  at  present  is  Mrs.  W.  G.  Revels,  and  with  reports  to  the  In- 
dian Child  Welfare  Association  at  its  monthly  Board  meetings,  to 
which  the  local  church  committees  are  asked  to  come.  In  this  way 
and  with  the  active  cooperation  of  these  local  committees  in  report- 
ing and  advising  on  their  local  cases  it  is  felt  the  churches  will 
keep  control,  but  have  the  advantage  of  united  strength. 

Special  contributions  for  the  Orphanage  are  being  solicited 
and  set  aside  in  a  fund  for  that  purpose.  Money  sent  in  by  the  Sun- 
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day  Schools  or  Churches  can  be  so  designated  if  desired.  If  (not  so 
designated  it  is  used  for  the  Mothers  Aid  work,  which  is  considered 
an  extension  of  Orphanage  work  by  Mills  Home  and  other  modern 
institutions. 

Other  Baptist  Associations  in  North  Carolina  report  consider- 
able money  under  the  heading,  "Orphanage."  Burnt  Swamp  Asso- 
ciation should  do  the  same.  Mills  Home  and  its  Mothers  Aid  work 
are  maintained  by  such  contributions.  This  Association  can  follow 
their  example  by  caring  for  its  own  Indian  orphans  and  Mothers 
Aid  work. 

This  lamd  is  deeded  for  the  aid  of  the  Indian  people  of  Robe- 
son County,  with  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Robeson  Bap- 
tist Association  as  trustees,  and  The  Burnt  Swamp  Association  has 
a  Board  of  trustees  also  appointed  for  this  purpose.  There  should 
be  a  local  Board  of  Trustees  governing  this  Children's  Home,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  these  two  Boards  with  the  officers  of  the  In- 
dian Child  Welfare  Association  or  a  committee  appointed  by  them 
representing  all  the  cooperating  churches  from  a  special  Board 
for  this  institution.  Children  given  Mothers  Aid  or  Orphanage  care 
will  be  accepted  solely  on  the  basis  of  need. 

This  Board  will  need  to  incorporate  and  secure  permission 
from  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare  before  any 
child  is  received  for  care. 

A  local  group  was  recommended  by  Dr.  Greer  of  Mills  Home 
when  he  spoke  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  I.  C.  W.  A.  as  the  best 
agency  to  take  the  lead  in  such  work,  but  he  promised  his  interest 
and  cooperation,  as  did  Mr.  E.  J.  Britt,  trustee,  and  Senator  Mc~ 
Intyre,  Mills  Home  trustee,  also  present  at  the  meeting.  Leading 
Baptist  ministers  from  the  Robeson  Baptist  Association  have  also 
expressed  their  interest  and  will  discuss  the  subject  at  their  Asso- 
ciation, It  will  cost  a  good  deal  of  money  to  do  this  work,  but  if 
we  go  forward  boldly  seeking  the  guidance  of  God  and  His  glory 
He  will  open  doors  and  make  all  things  possible. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  Indian  Orphanage  in  the 
amount  of  $78.62.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Miss  Mary  Liver- 

On  motion  we  adjourn  until  Friday  morning  9:30  A.  M. 

After  singing  "Praise  God  From  Whom  All  Blessings 
Flow,"  Rev.  Roy  Maynor  led  the  closing  prayer. 

FRIDAY  MORNING 

The  association  met  at  9:40.  The  devotion  was  conduct- 
ed by  Bro.  Latta  Hammonds,  singing  "Did  Christ,  O  Sin- 
ner Weep?"  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Roy  Maynor. 
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The  moderator  read  St.  John  3:  1-12. 
The  roll  of  delegates  was  called  and  a  minority  found 
present. 

On  motion  the  rules  of  Decorum  was  suspended  and  we 
proceeded  with  a  minority. 

The  proceedings  of  Thursday's  meeting  was  read  and  re- 
ceived. 

The  report  on  Relief  for  Aged  Ministers  was  read  and 
discussed  by  Rev.  Dawley  Maynor  and  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  AGED  MINISTERS 

Until  a  short  time  ago  a  vast  majority  of  the  Baptist  thought 
and  cared  nothing  about  taking  care  of  the  aged  and,  helpless  min- 
isteis;  and  some  are  still  cold  and  indifferent  towards  this  object 
today.  A  few  of  the  old  veterans  of  the  Cross,  to  be  sure,  were 
assisted  occasionally,  irregular,  and  pitifully,  but  of  them  have  been 
many  ignored. 

We  should  be  glad  to  know  we  have  some  among  the  Baptist, 
that  have  enough  Christianity,  that  will  not  set  idly  by  and  see 
these  old  veterans  of  the  Cross,  after  they  have  filled  their  mis- 
sion, as  far  as  their  physical  conditions  will  permit,  and  when  they 
are  too  old  to  fill  their  charge,  having  nothing  for  support,  suffer 
for  the  material  things  of  life. 

Isaiah  1:17  tells  us  that  we  should  relieve  the  oppressed  and 
plead  for  the  widows.  During  apostolic  days  the  Deacons  were 
chosen  to  relieve  the  ministers  of  the  burden  of  taking  care  of 
earthly  things,  that  they  might  devote  their  full  time  to  the  min- 
istry. What  minister  couldn't  preach  better  sermons,  if  he  knew 
that  when  he  reached  old  age,  he  himself,  and  his  wife  after  his 
decease  would  be  taken  care  of? 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Baptist  is  doing  its  best 
to  take  care  of  every  aged  minister  and  his  widow  after  his  death.

STEWARDSHIP  AM)  EVERY  MEMBER  CANVASS 

This  report,  to  some  extent,  has  been  garnered  from  "Fellow- 
ship," a  little  book  Written  by  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  General  Secre- 
tary, Baptist  State  Convention.  The  entire  membership  of  the  va- 
rious churches  should  read  this  booklet. 

If  we  interpret  correctly  the  condition  of  our  churches,  we  find 
their  spiritual  strength,  sapped  by  lack  of  Scriptural  giving;  is 
visibly  waning.  Their  supply  of  Christian  stewards  hps  shrunk 
so  much  that  it  amounts  to  little  more  than  eough  to  keep  the 
churches  able  to  go  forward  slowly. 

The  supreme  need  now  is  that  there  shall  occur  in  the  churches 
multitudes  of  confessions,  and  these  by  the  church  members.  Jesus 
must  be  confessed  as  Lord,  and  stewardship  must  be  professed  as 
the  dominating  principle  in  the  lives  of  the  church  members.  Per- 
sonal righteousness  and  social  well  being  as  well  as  adequate  King- 
dom support  wait  upon  these  things  occurring  in  the  churches. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year,  March  19,  eleven  members  of 
Harpers  Ferry  church  declared  themselves  stewards  with  one  .dol- 
lar in  hand.  I  joined  this  group  with  one  dollar.  Each  of  us  was  to 
pu'i  this  money  to  use  and  return  same,  together  with  the  money 
earned,  and  place  contents  in  the  Treasury  of  this  church  at  the 
setting  of  this  Association.

left  over.

Our  young  peoples  association  this  year  was  one  of  the  best  we 
have  had.  More  than  300  attended;  all  taking  part  on  the  program. 
We  have  made  much  progress  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  "we  have 
fell  short  from  our  best.   The  youth  of  today  will  be  the  men  and 
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women  of  tomorrow.  Matt.  19:14  "Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me  and  forbid  them  not  for  of  such  is  kingdom  of  heaven." 
Christ  would  have  us  train  up  our  youth  in  the  way  they  should 
go  and  when  they  are  old  they  will  not  depart  from  it. 

Brethren  and  sisters,  lets  awake  to  our  duty  and  give  of  our 
time,  talent  and  means  to  uplift  our  youth.  Leaders!  it  is  up  to  us 
to  lead  them  into  helpful  paths.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

The  following  is  an  official  report  prepared  by  Smith  Haga- 
man,   Superintendent  of  North  Carolina  Baptist,  Winston-Salem. 

The  Baptist  Denomination  owns  and  operates  20  hospitals  in 
14  Southern  States.  These  have  a  total  bed  capacity  of  3,000.  About 
100,000  patients  were  treated  in  these  last  year. 

Our  own  Baptist  Hospital,  located  in  Winston-Salem,  received 
its  first  patients  May  28,  1923.  Since  that  date  44,635  patients  have 
been  treated  (July  14,  1939).  A  little  more  than  4,000  were  treated 
last  year.  This  number  will  (not  be  increased  this  year  as  we  have 
.gone  the  limit.  A  little  more  than  one-third  of  these  were  service 
patients,  that  is,  they  paid  little  or  nothing. 

About  90  per  csnt  of  these  came  from  outside  Winston-Salem. 

It  is  always  interesting  to  note  the  large  number  of  mothers 
who  have  families  of  children  at  home.  More  than  1,000  of  these 
last  year  were  blessed  to  return  to  their  more  than  3,000  children. 

The  hospital  treated  last  year  about  100  preachers,  missionaries 
and  ministerial  students.  Almost  all  of  these  were  free  service. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  72  doctors  and  four  internes  ren- 
dered during  last  year  $196,177.00  of  free  service.  We  have  42 
specialist  on  our  free  service  staff. 

The  hospital  has  a  staff  of  82  nurses — 51  are  students  in 
training.  The  Nurses  Training  School  can  accept  only  16  in  its 
September  Class.  These  have  already  been  selected  from  a  little 
snore  than  500  applicants. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  patients  come  from  almost 
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every  county  in  the  state.  A  fair  idea  can  be  obtained  any  day 
by  a  check  up  of  any  of  the  large  wards.  A  few  days  ago  it  was 
demonstrated  that  the  seven  patients  in  a  ward  were  an  average 
of  102  miles  from  home. 

It  is  little  less  than  a  tragedy  that  during  the  past  year  the 
hospital  has  been  compelled  to  turn  away  more  than  2,000  patients 
for  lack  of  room.  During  the  year,  it  is  estimated  that  1,000  pa- 
tients in  Winston-Salem,  who  could  pay  their  bills,  were  turned  away 
in  order  'that  the  hospital  might  take  those  who  could  not  pay  a 
hospital  bill. 

Plans  are  going  forward  to  immediately  add  100  more  bed 
space  to  the  hospital,  giving  the  hospital  a  bed  capacity  of  212. 
This  will  enable  the  hospital  to  treat  8,000  patients  each  year.  This 
ought  not  to  be  a  difficult  task  for  a  denomination  comprising  a 
membership  of  almost  a  half  million.  One  half  the  entire  member- 
ship of  all  denominations  of  our  state.  For  the  expense  of  caring 
for  these  multitudes  of  sick  who  cannot  pay,  we  must  look  largely 
to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  and  free  donations  of  the  hospital 
linen  by  the  W.  M.  U.  and  other  church  organizations. 

There  has  gone  to  the  Baptist  Hospital,  from  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Association  and  other  denominations,  25  or  30  patients  for 
which  a  large  per  cent  has  been  free  service. 

The  amount  paid  by  the  various  churches  of  our  association 
and  other  denominations  totals  approximately  $200.  Pay  patients 
have  paid  about  $400.  When  compared  with  the  service  received, 
our  offerings  are  very  small.  We  have  fallen  far  short  of  what  we 
should  give. 

I  recommend  that  we  consider  more  seriously  the  importance 
of  giving  to  this  cause,  and  give  more  liberal  in  the  future.

The  devotion  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Z.  R.  Chavis,  sing- 
ing, "No  Evil  I  Delight/'  Rev.  C.  C.  Lowry  offered  prayer. 
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The  moderator  declared  the  house  ready  for  business, 
extending  a  welcome  to  visiting  friends  and  newly  constitut- 
ed churches. 

The  report  on  State  Missions  was  read  and  discussed  by 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Revels  and  adopted. 

STATE  MISSIONS 

The  task  of  state  missions  is  to  grow,  educate,  train  and  de- 
velop the  churches.  This  program  includes  any  'task  that  is  neces- 
sary to  the  development  of  the  churches  in  our  state. 

It  is  surprising  to  know  that  North  Carolina,  when,  compared 
with  the  other  48  states  of  the  union,  ranks  first  in  homicides, 
ninth  in  rape,  thirteenth  in  auto  theft,  seventeenth  in  burglary. 

There  are  perhaps  two  hundred  thousand  church  members  in 
our  Baptist  churches  who  are  doing  little  or  nothing  to  advance 
God's  Kingdom  in  North  Carolina  and  elsewhere. 

There  are  perhaps  200,000  church  members  who  do  not  attend 
with  regularity  any  Sunday  School  at  all. 

Probably  two  thirds  of  our  young  people  are  wholly  without 
any  definite  and  specific  training  in  our  churches. 

There  are  250,000  negro  Baptist  in  North  Carolina  for  whom 
their  white  brethren  are  doing  but  little,  by  way  of  encouragement 
and  support. 

It  is  an  astounding  but  true  fact  that  there  are  scores  of  places 
in  North  Carolina  where  probably  no  religious  services  at  all 
would  be  held  were  it  not  for  the  help  that  State  Missions  is  try- 
ing to  extend;  and  there  are  many  places  where  religious  services 
ought  to  be  held,  but  cannot  because  the  State  Convention  does  not 
have  the  funds  with  which  to  provide  those  religious  services. 

Surely,  as  Christian  men  and  women,  our  hearts  should  feel 
burdened  over  the  above  facts.  Let  us  become  so  burdened  that  we 
will  not  allow  such  conditions  to  exist  in  our  state.  Simply  be- 
cause we,  as  individuals,  are  not  doing  our  part.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Christian-  Education  is  the  training  of  all  'the  faculties  of  a 
human  being  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  Christ  to  the  end 
that  right  thinking,  right  working  and  right  living  may  be  the  re- 
sult. 

The  Christian  group  should  be  and  is  one  of  the  groups  with  a 
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very  high  type  if  not  the  highest  type  of  thought,  virtue,  and  wis- 
dom. If  Christianity  is  to  enter  the  educational  field  and  set  edu- 
cational standards  it  must  enter  through  the  Christian  groups. 
Christianity  should  become  and  remain  educational  because  the  na- 
ture of  education  is  such  that  its  highest  purpose  cannot  be  realiz- 
ed without  the  Christian  impulse. 

The  average  parents  think  only  about  their  children's  profes- 
sion in  life.  They  say  they  want  their  son  to  be  a  doctor,  teacher 
or  banker,  whatever  they  desire  may  be.  But  fhey  should  think 
deeper  than  this.    They  should,  think  of  his  character  also. 

Suppose  your  son  is  a  doctor,  skilled  in  all  the  technique  of 
his  profession,  and  by  his  skill  in  diagnosis  and  treatment  he  is 
able  to  cure  men's  bodies,  but  at  the  same  time  there  issues  from 
him  the  poison,  by  the  kind  of  life  he  leads,  that  damns  men's 
souls.  Has  the  college  sent  back  to  you  the  right  kind  of  product? 
Is  such  a  man  the  highest  type  of  citizen  ? 

No  that  is  not  the  type  of  man  the  average  parents  want  their 
son  to  become.  They  want  character  as  well  as  degree.  They  want 
their  son  not  only  able  to  practice  medicine,  but  also  skilled  in  the 
finer  spiritual  arts  and  efficient  in  the  practice  of  serving  God. 

Christian  Education  is  a  process  under  which  there  is  focused 
and  combined  all  the  elements  of  good  social  environment,  of  home 
example  and  teaching,  and  also  the  things  that  come  from  or- 
ganized religion  and  public  'training.  Education,  and  especially  the 
education  of  Christ,  must  begin  at  the  beginning  and  can  end  only 
at  the  end  of  life.  The  greatest  place  for  Christian  Education  is  in 
the  home. 

"Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go  and  when  he  is  old 
he  will  not  depart  from  it." 

The  church  and  its  worker,  the  Sunday  School,  are  both  re- 
sponsible for  Christian  Education. 

The  public  school  can  teach  righteousness  in  accordance  with 
the  teaching  of  Jesus  without  exceeding  its  function  as  a  state 
agency.  But  this  teaching  cannot  be  properly  done  unless  she  has 
a  practical  personal,  everyday  experience  in  what  she  teaches. 

The  parents  and  the  teacher,  both  public  and  religious  are 
making  the  future  of  our  country  through  our  children.  Shall  it  be 
good  or  shall  it  be  bad?  It  depends  upon  the  kind  of  education  they 
receive  from  their  teacher. 

The  church  and  the  home  must  begin  early  and  stay  with  the 
task,  regardless  to  what  may  be  done  by  other  organizations. 
Christian  Education  is  the  balancing  power  for  -the  child  and  for 
young  men  and  women,  and  through  them  is  the  hope  of  the  fu- 
ture and  salvation  of  human  society.

That  this  association  appoint  a  committee  to  study  and  inves- 
tigate the  possibility  of  the  association  adopting  the  plan  of  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  as  outlined  by  the  State  Baptist  Conven- 
tion.

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CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Association  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  of 
Robeson  County. 

Article  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  members 
chosen  by  the  various  churches  in  our  union  and  duly  sent  to  rep- 
resent them  in  the  Association.  Who  shall  be  members  ?  Whom 
they  judge  best  qualified  for  that  purpose,  and  producing  letters 
from  their  respective  churches  certifying  th£ir  appointment  as 
delegates. 

Article  3.  The  Association  may  act  as  an  advisory  council, 
but  shall  make  no  laws  binding  on  the  churches. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Mod- 
erator,   Clerk,    Treasurer  and  Executive  Board. 

Article  5.  New  churches  may  be  admitted  on  a  petition  by 
letter  and  delegates  if,  on  examination  they  be  found  orthodox, 
manifested  by  the  Moderator  giving  the  right  hand  of  welcome  to 
the  delegates:  Provided  further,  that  no  church  shall  be  admitted 
without  a  site  to  build  on  with  a  clear  title,  to  be  examined  by  a 
committee. 

Article  6.  Every  church  in  this  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
representation  of  three  members  chosen  from  each  church:  Provid- 
ed further,  the  preachers  from  the  various  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  have  the  same  power  as  the  delegates. 

Article  7.  Every  motion  made  and  seconded  shall  come  un- 
der the  consideration  of  the  Assiciation,  except  it  be  withdrawn  by 
the  member  who  made  it. 

Article  8.  We  think  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should 
have  an  Association  fund  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  same, 
for  raising  and  supporting  what  we  think  is  the  duty  of  each 
church  in  the  Union  to  contribute  voluntarily  such  funds  as  theyi, 
think  proper,  and  send  by  delegates  to  the  Association.  The  money 
thus  contributed  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Association  who  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Association  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him  and  paid  out  according  to  direction  of  the 
Association. 

Article  9.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  be- 
gin on  Thursday  before  the  3rd  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place 
as  may  be  chosen. 

Article  10.  Association  shall  have  power  (1)  to  provide  for 
a  union  of  the  churches.  (2)  to  present  inviolably  a  chain  of  com- 
munication among  the  churches;  (3)  to  give  the  churches  all  nec- 
essary advice  in  matters  of  difficulty;  (4)  to  inquire  into  the 
cause  if  the  churches  fail  to  represent  themselves  at  any  time  in 
the   Association;      (5)    to   appropriate   money  contributed    by  the 
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churches  to  the  Association  to  any  purpose  deemed  proper;  (6)  to 
appoint  any  members,  by  and  with  their  consent,  to  transact  any 
business  they  see  proper;  (7)  to  withdraw  from  any  church  in  this 
Union  which  shall  violate  the  rules  of  this  Association,  deviating 
from  the  orthodox  principles  of  religion;  (8)  to  adjourn  themselves 
at  the  time  specified  above  at  such  places  as  may  be  chosen. 

Article  11.  No  church  in  this  Association  shall  ordain  a  man 
to  the  full  work  of  the  Ministry  unti:  they  have  completed  the  7th 
grade  in  an  accredited  school. 

Article  12.  This  form  of  government  may  be  amended  at  any 
annual  session  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

Article  2.  The  Moderator,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  present. 

*  Artic'e  3.  Only  one  person  shall  speak  at  a  time,  who  shall 
ris^  and  adds;  ess  the  Moderator  when  he  is  about  to  make  'his 
speech. 

Article  4.  The  person  thus  speaking  shall  not  be  interrupted 
in  his  speech  by  any  one  except  the  Moderator  until  he  is  done 
speaking. 

Article  5.  He  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  subject  and  in  no 
wise  reflect  on  the  person  who  spoke  before,  so  as  to  remark  on 
his  slips,  failings  or  imperfections,  but  shall  state  the  case  and  mat- 
ters as  clearly  as  he  can  so  as  to  convey  his  light  or  idea. 

Article  6.  No  member  shall  abruptly  break  off  or  absent  him- 
self from  the  Association  without  permission. 

Article  7.  No  person  shall  rise  and  speak  more  than  twice 
on  the  same  subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Association. 

Article  8.  No  person  shall  engage  in  light  or  frivolous  con- 
versation, laughing,  etc.,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Association,  or 
whisper  in  time  of  speech. 

Article  9.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  address  an- 
other member  by  any  name  than  that  of  brother. 

Article  10.  The  Moderator  shall  not  interrupt  any  member  or 
prohibit  him  from  speaking  until  he  gives  his  light  on  the  subject, 
except  he  break  the  rules  of  decorum. 

Article  11.  The  names  of  the  delegates  of  the  Association  shall 
be  enrolled  by  the  Clerk  and  called  over  as  often  as  the  Association 
requires. 

Article  12.  The  Moderator  shall  be  last  to  speak  on  a  sub- 
ject, who  may  give  his  opinion,  if  he  pleases,  before  he  puts  the 
matter  to  vote,  but  shall  not  vote  himself  unless  the  Association 
be  divided. 
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Article  13.  Any  member  who  shall  knowingly  or  willingly 
break  any  of  these  rules  shall  be  reproved  by  the  Association,  as 
it  shall  think  proper. 

Article  14.  These  rules  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  ses- 
sion by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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Proceedings 

Thursday  Morning  Session 
October  17,  1940 

1.  The  Sixty-Third  Annual  Session  of  the  Burnt  Swamp 
Baptist  Association  convened  with  Mt.  Airy  Baptist  at  10  A.M. 
with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  S.  A.  Hammonds,  presiding. 

2.  The  opening  devotional  was  led  by  Rev.  Dawley  May- 
nor.  The  congregation  sang  "Blesed  Assurance"  and  "Ready''. 
Bro.  S.  M.  Bell  offered  prayer. 

3.  The  Moderator  read  Romans  8:1-14,  after  which  the 
congregation  sang  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee".  Rev.  Dawley 
Maynor  offered  prayer. 

4.  The  Moderator  gave  words  of  welcome  and  declared 
the  association  ready  for  business. 

5.  The  reading  clerk  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  all 
answered  the  roll  call  except  five — they  represented  later  in 
the  session. 

6.  The  Moderator  appointed  Revs.  W.  A.  Bell  and  Daw- 
ley to  serve  as  finance  committee. 

7.  The  roll  of  churches  was  called  and  finance  collected. 

8.  The  association  proceeded  with  its  organization  with 
the  election  of  the  following  officers: 

Moderator:    The  reelection  of  Rev.  S.  A.  Hammonds. 
Recording  Secretary:    The  reelection  of  J.  L.  Carter. 
Reading  Clerk  and  Treasurer:   The  reelection  of  Rev.  L.  W. 
Jacobs. 

Executive  Board:  The  reelection  of  Revs.  L.  W.  Jacobs,  C. 
E.  Locklear,  W.  G.  Revels,  J.  L.  Carter.  Rev.  Roy  Maynor  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  death  of  Bro.  W.  D.  Oxen- 
dine  at  his  death  Dec.  10,  1939. 

9.  Moderator  Hammorlds  named  the  following  program 
committee:   John  J.  Brooks,  S.  M.  Bell,  and  Wiley  Jones. 

10.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  Obituary  Com- 
mittee:  W.  G.  Revels,  Revs.  Z.  R.  Chavis  and  Roy  Maynor. 

11.  On  motion  of  W.  G.  Revels,  the  association  elected  J. 
L.  Carter  Biblical  Recorder  representative  for  the  Burnt  Swamp 
Association. 
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12.  The  roll  of  delegates  was  called.  The  congregation 
sang  "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone."  Prayer  was  led  by 
Rev.  S.  A.  Hammonds. 

13.  At  11  A.  M.  Rev.  S.  A.  Hammonds  brought  a  very 
timely  message;  Text,  I.  Timothy,  6:12:  "Fight  the  Fight  of 
Faith,  Lay  Hold  on  Eternal  Life." 

Subject:  "A  Good  Soldier."  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
Tommie  Sweat  of  the  Lumber  River  Conference.  The  Moder- 
ator gave  the  benediction. 

Thursday  Afternoon  Session 

14.  This  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Children 
of  The  Heavenly  King."    Bro.  I.  D.  Emanuel  offered  prayer. 

15.  The  Moderator  gave  words  of  welcome  and  read  St. 
John  3:1-18.    Bro.  Eli  Chavis  offered  prayer. 

16.  The  report  on  Orphanage  was  read  by  Mrs.  W.  G. 
Revels,  then  discussed  by  Mrs.  Revels,  also  by  Miss  Mary  Liver- 
more,  W.  G.  Revels  and  L.  W.  Jacobs.  An  offering  was  taken 
for  orphanage  building  in  the  amount  of  $119.41.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  has  carried  on  two  lines 
of  work  for  widowed  mothers  and  orphan  and  neglected  children 
this  year;  one  in  cooperation  with  the  Indian  Child  Welfare  Asso- 
ciation, giving-  assistance  daily  in  the  homes  of  children  now  in 
distress,  and  one  in  planning  to  build  an  orphanage  to  care  for  those 
left  homeless. 

17  churches  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  have  appointed 
committees  and  taken  collections  sent  to  the  Indian  Child  Welfare 
Association  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  Churches  of  the 
other  denominations  have  also  contributed  to  this  cooperative  work. 
Several  churches  have  sent  qui'ts,  clothing  and  food,  as  did  several 
schools  also.  From  these  churches  and  a  few  individuals  a  total 
of  $463.96  was  received  and  spent  in  Mothers  Aid  work  last  year,  in- 
cluding a  special  fund  of  $37.23  raised  to  buy  materials  for  N.  Y.  A:.  ■ 
girls  to  make  clothes  for  the  needy.  This  NYA  sewing  room  now 
giving  work  to  several  Indian  girls  and  still  making  clothes  for  us 
to  give  out  whenever  we  furnish  the  material,  was  made  possible  by 
this  Association. 

Of  this  total  fund  $119.16  was  used  for  gasoline  for  the  visitor's 
car,  which  by  no  means  covered  all  the  cost.    She  has  traveled  over

6000  miles  in  the  country  visiting-  needy  families.  Every  church  in 
the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  except  two  has  been  represented  in 
the  families  visited,  as  members  or  attendants.  In  June  we  counted 
412  children  in  the  families  visited;  there  are  many  more  families 
and  children  now.  Many  have  ben  kept  in  school  and  Sunday  school. 
Hundreds  of  garments  have  been  secured  and  given  out.  From  the 
funds  reported  a  doctor  has  been  sent  to  13  different  families,  glass- 
es bought  for  children  in  seven  families,  clothing  bought  for  17 
families,  shoes  for  20,  groceries  for  12.  Many  have  been,  taken  to 
clinics  and  hospitals,  and  many  helped  to  apply  for  aid  from  public 
agencies.  All  have  been  encouraged  to  attend  school  and  church  to 
find  help  for  mind  and  soul  as  well  as  the  body,  and  personal  work 
has  been  done  with  the  unsaved.  Other  people  have  been  interview- 
ed and  interested  to  help,  physicians,  oculists,  dentists,  teachers, 
ministers,  welfare  workers,  students,  woman's  clubs,  and  relatives. 
For  every  dollar  spent  from  the  Association  funds  at  least  five  has 
been  secured  from  other  resources. 

Destitute  widows  with  little  children  keeping  them  at  home  need 
your  help,  and  God  absolutely  requires  that  it  be  given.  We  doubt 
if  any  money  spent  in  Robeson  County  last  year  will  be  a  finer  in- 
vestment. 

But  the  child  left  orphaned  and  homeless  also  needs  care,  so  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association  through  its  committee  workers  has  been 
helping  raise  a  fund  for  a  small  orphanage.  $493.36  was  secured  last 
winter  in  small  contributions  from  all  denominations,  but  nothing- 
much  has  been  done  to  increase  that  fund  since  January  because  of 
the  delay  in  building  plans.  A  small  home  was  originally  planned, 
but  the  State  Board  of  Welfare  so  enlarged  its  demands  that  an  ef- 
fort was  made  to  secure  W.  P.  A.  assistance  and  sponsorship  by  the 
county,  even  though  it  meant  buying  land  that  could  be  deeded  to  the 
county. 

Hewever  the  cost  was  finally  estimaated  at  $17,000,  and  even  with 
W.  P.  A.  help  this  would  require  $8,000  to  be  raised  locally,  which 
in  view  of  low  priced  tobacco  seems  hard  to  attempt  now.  So  the 
Union  appointed  a  new  committee  to  interview  a  local  carpenter 
and  prepare  a  less  expensive  plan.  This  they  have  done  and  esti- 
mate that  a  six  room  cottage  for  eight  little  girls  and  two  workers 
can  be  built  on  the  Odom  land  for  about  $2,000.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  undertake  this  project  and  ap- 
point either  a  board  or  a  director  to  solicit  funds  and  direct  the  work. 
This  board  should  be  composed  of  a  committee  from  the  Burnt 
Swamp  Association,  one  from  the  Robeson  Association,  and  an  auxil- 
iary committee  from  cooperating  denominations,  if  they  so 
desire.  The  Home  should  be  built  on  the  Odom  land  as  a  Baptisl 
institution,  but  should  freely  offer  aid  to  needy  children  of  all  denom-

inations,  who  would  be  allowed  to  attend  their  own  churches.  This 
Board  should  be  formed  and  incorporated  and  gifts  secured  at  this 
Association;  then  the  leaders  of  the  Robeson  Baptist  Association 
have  promised  to  bring  the  matter  up  at  their  annual  meeting  this 
month. 

The  building  should  be  begun  this  winter.  The  right  couple  must 
be  found  to  operate  it,  Christians  who  love  and  understand  children 
and  are  good  farmers.  They  can  be  offered  a  free  home  and  what- 
ever compensation  the  Board  decides  upon  until  the  children  are 
found  and  placed  in  their  care;  then  their  compensation  and  that  of 
the  case  worker  who  will  also  be  needed  can  be  secured  partly  from 
the  Duke  Foundation. 

But  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  these  children  will  fall  most- 
ly upon  the  churches  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association,  and  will  call 
for  real  work  and  sacrifice.  But  who  will  say  that  three  thousand 
Baptists  cannot  take  care  of  eight  little  girls,  or  eighty!  An  average 
of  ten  cents  a  month  would  do  it,  and  we  can  do  far  more  than  that 
if  our  hearts  are  in  it.    If  we  fail  are  we  really  God's  children? 

The  orphanage  work  and  the  Mother's  Aid  work  are  like  two 
blades  of  a  pair  of  scissors,  both  needed  to  operate.  Every  church 
must  be  enlisted  to  appoint  an  active  committee  and  take  a  collec- 
tion once  a  month  for  both  objects,  which  are  really  one,  the  care  of 
needy  children. 

We  appreciate  and  commend  the  faithful  work  and  sacrifice 
of  many  of  God's  people  this  year,  in  giving  for  Mother's  Aid  and 
orphanage  total  in  cash  of  $57.42,  nearly  a  thousand  dollars,  besides 
donations  of  clothes,  food,  etc.,  worth  at  least  $500.00  more.  No 
other  race  in  Robeson  County  has  done  as  much  in  free  philanthropic 
work  for  its  own  needy  children  in  the  county.  Yet  this  is  a  small 
part  of  what  we  can  do  if  all  do  their  best.  God  is  challenging  us 
What  will  the  answer  be?

17.  The  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  read  by  Bro.  Bennie 
R.  Sampson,  discussed  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Smith,  and  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Lord  Jesus,  as  a  boy  sought  the  help  of  lesson  discussion 
with  the  doctors  in  the  temple.  The  Apostle  Paul  learned  the  He- 
brew Scripture  both  in  his  home  and  extended  school  career,  and 
after  his  conversion  sought  out  Peter  and  no  doubt  others  to  secure 
helps  on  the  life  and  works  of  Jesus.  Luke  clearly  states  in  the 
dedication  which  begins  his  gospel  that  he  has  before  him  written 
accounts  of  the  life  of  Jesus,  which  he  proposes  to  use  as  "helps"  in 
the  preparation  of  his  account. 

Men!  Women!  Christians!  We  need  help.  Help  as  christians 
to  win  the  lost  souls  to  Christ  and  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of  God 
here  on  earth.  The  Sunday  school  is  an  outreaching  agency;  it  is 
the  most  commanding  opportunity  of  the  church  to  secure  help  in 
the  matter  of  soul-winning.  Is  it  not  true  that  the  Sunday  school  in 
its  organizations  meets  the  four-fold  need  of  pupils  .  .  .  the  physical, 
mental,  social,  and  spiritual.  However,  the  first  three  of  these  needs 
are  taken  into  account  for  one  purpose  only — namely:  to  meet  the 
fourth,  which  is  the  Spiritual  need.  May  we  put  emphasis  on  this- 
The  chief  business  of  the  Sunday  School  is  to  teach  the  great  spiri- 
tual truths,  not  to  gather  on  Sunday  morning  to  gossip  on  a  review 
or  preview  of  the  news  concerning  our  neighbors.  Surely  then  the 
Sunday  School  must  relate  its  self  to  the  winning  of  the  lost  to  Christ 
through  teaching  the  scriptures  as  an  ultimate  objective. 

A  good  Sunday  School  is  not  an  accident.  It  must  be  built.  In 
order  to  build  a  good  Sunday  School  we  must  know  the  essentials  of 
a  good  Sunday  School;  we  must  understand  these  essentials  am? 
then  we  must  follow  these  essentials.    The  fact  that  a  Sunday  school 
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has  before  it  a  worthy  goal  and  a  high  ideal  which  it  is  trying  to 
reach,  can  but  result  in  the  school's  doing  better  work.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  has  prepared  a  worthy  goal  for  Sunday  Schools 
and  I'm  sure  we'll  agree  a  very  effective  one.  . .  .The  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence. It  is  not  intended  that  the  attainment  of  this  standard  shall 
be  considered  as  an  end  within  itself  but  it  is  intended  as  a  means  to 
an  end — namely:  the  building  of  bigger  and  better  Sunday  Schools. 
Hewever,  let  us  remember  that  this  standard  is  not  the  fruits  of  'a 
good  Sunday  School  but  the  instruments  for  building  good  Sunday 
Schools. 

From  observation  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  As- 
sociation have  made  a  great  advance  in  attaining  this  Standard  of* 
Excellence.  It  is  noticeable  that  we  have  larger  enrollment  and  more 
evangelistic  work  being  done.  Yet  there's  room  to  do  more.  Let's  get 
busy.  .  .  .if  we  make  a  sincere  spiritual  effort  to  attain  this  Standard 
we'll  find  they'll  eventuate  in  better  Bible  teaching,  more  soul  win- 
ning, and  greater  cooperation  in  world  wide  missionary  endeavor.

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  OF  AGED  MINISTERS 

Let  us  picture  the  induction  of  a  young  minister  to  his  first 
church.

The  aftermath  is  tragic.  The  aged  minister's  nerves  crack. 
There  comes  a  tragic  breakdown.  Eventually  he  comes  to  privation 
and  want.    The  night  is  dark;    the  morning  comes;    he  is  gone. 

This  is  a  sad  story.  If  only  the  church  had  shaken  hands  withi 
him  and  shown  interest  in  his  words  and  sympathy  with  his  yearning 
desires!  But  there  was  only  the  sexton,  and  he  only  said  that  IT  IS 
RAINING. 

Are  not  many  of  us  sinners  in  this  respect?  Let  one  of  God's 
chosen  people  dare  lift  his  voice  in  behalf  of  the  RELIEF  OF  THE 
AGED  MINISTERS  the  church  imps  come  scurrying  across  the 
threshold  with  long  faces  constantly  complaining,  always  striking  a 
depressing  note.  The  harm  they  do  to  the  morale  of  the  Christian 
community  is  incalculable.  They  infest  others  with  their  jaundiced 
outlook,  and  are  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ. 

Christians  wake  up,  before  it  is  too  late.  Join  up  with  the  rank 
of  Ministers  who  are  holding  high  the  blood-stained  banner  of  Jesus 
the  Christ.

If  the  Jews  who  knew  not  Christ  gave 
a  tithe  (or  tenth)  of  all  they  possessed,  surely  Christians  should  do 
as  much.  Let  every  church  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  put  on 
a  training*  course  in  stewardship,  followed  by  a  thorough  every-mem- 
ber  canvass.    If  we  are  stewards,  God's  richest  blessings  will  be  ours.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

For  convenience  as  well  as  for  general  purposes,  Missions  are 
classified  as  State,  Home,  and  Foreign.  This  classification  is  autho- 
rized by  New  Testament  teachings.  In  Acts  1:8  our  Savior  spoke  to 
his  disciples  and  said:  "But  ye  shall  receive  power  after  that  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you;  and  ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in! 
Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth."  In  this  scripture  is  the  Missionary  task  from  a 
geographical  standpoint. 

None  of  us  should  be  the  person  to  emphasize  one  phase  of  our 
mission  work  to  neglect  the  other.  Each  phase  seems  interdepen- 
dent upon  the  other.    In  the  first  place,  a  Church  not  interested  ii^ 
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Foreign  Missions  will  die,  whereas  a  church  that  will  support  Foreign 
Missions  to  the  neglect  of  State  Missions  will  become  so  weakened 
it  will  not  be  able  to  carry  on  a  progressive  Foreign  Mission  Program. 

For  many  years  the  main  objective  for  State  Missions  was  to  win 
people  to  Christ  then  to  fellowship  which  the  Church  provides.  Re- 
cently another  phase  has  been  added,  that  of  training  and  developing 
those  won. 

In  a  very  vital  manner  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  wait-  on  State 
Missions.  If  State  Missions  fail,  moreover  retreat  and  failure  will 
overtake  us  in  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work.  We  should 
therefore  maintain  an  aggressive  program  of  State  Missions,  that  we 
may  help  win  not  only  North  Carolina,  but  the  whole  world  to  the 
cause  of  Christ.

HOME  MISSIONS 

The  object  of  home  missions  is  to  evangelize  and  christianize  the 
homeland.  In  the  southland,  as  well  as  elsewhere  in  the  world,  forc- 
es are  at  work  on  a  gigantic  scale  to  give  a  new  "set"  to  our  social, 
economic,  and  religious  life  for  generations  to  come.  Vast  changes 
are  taking  place.  A  new  world  is  being  shaped  in  our  midst.  A  vas! 
horde  of  people,  with  all  sorts  of  thoughts  and  character  are  coming 
to  plant  themselves  in  our  midst. 

The  home  missions  must  look  to  the  evangelization  of  the  un- 
churched masses  of  the  "up  and  out"  as  well  as  the  underprivileged  in 
congested  industrial  centers;  to  more  adequate  training  of  youth  in 
the  Christian  motive  and  to  the  rescue  of  multitudes  of  boy  and  gin 
tramps,  who  infest  our  highways  and  are  hitch-hiking  their  way  tr« 
social  and  moral  slavery. 

To  the  problem  of  crime  and  how  to  outline  some  program,  u 
help  the  youthful  criminals  that  are  today  packing  our  jails  and  peni- 
tentiaries, to  find  a  renewed  life  of  honesty  and  integrity  in  Christ 
<resus.  Also  to  the  large  and  difficult  problem  of  how  to  bring  indus 
trial  and  political  activities,  social  and  domestic  life,  education  and 
tne  press,  under  the  spirit  of  Christ  and  in  harmony  with  His  ideals. 
Home  missions  must,  therefore,  not  -only  work  for  the  evangelization 
oi  those  who  have  never  had  an  opportunity  to  know  Christ  ana  tne 
power  of  His  gospel,  but  for  the  salvation  ot  trie  civilization  of  the 
homeland  as  well.  The  supreme  concern  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Bap- 
tist Association  should  bp  to  enthrone  Christ  in  the  life  of  others. 
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This  is  not  a  matter  of  statistics;  it  is  a  matter  of  vital  rela- 
tionship to  Christ.  It  is  not  to  be  secured  by  a  mass  movement,  but 
by  individual  surrender.  Resolutions  passed  by  religious  gatherings 
are  powerless  to  establish  the  kingdom  of  God  among  men.  There 
must  be  individual  realization  of  Christ's  personal,  living,  vital  pres- 
ence and  a  conscious  surrender  to  him  as  Savior  and  Lord. 

The  goal  of  home  missions  will  not  be  reached  until  Christ  has 
been  enthroned  as  Lord  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  made  supreme  in 
all  human  life.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  \he  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  expanded  rapidlv  un- 
til today  we  have  work  in  some  sixteen  lands  across  the  world.  With 
humble  gratitude  we  do  thank  God  for  his  marvelous  blessings  upon 
the  Foreign  Mission  work. 

Southern  Baptists,  in  their  Foreign  Mission  work,  face  the  moot 
difficult  and  challenging  hour  they  have  ever  encountered  in  their 
ninety-five  years  of  service.  One  half  of  the  work  of  our  Board  is 
in  Europe  and  Africa;  and  one  fourth  is  in  South  America.  Thus  it 
has  been  seen  that  three-fourths  of  our  enterprise  is  in  the  land 
directly  involved  in  the  cruel  and  devastating  struggles. 

Like  Paul  and  Silas  as  they  faced  Europe  in  the  first  century, 
confronted  on  every  side  by  closed  doors,  Southern  Baptists  hear  to- 
day a  new  and,  if  possible,  a  more  challenging  Macedonian  call  than 
was  heard  by  those  great  missionaries  of  the  first  century. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry,  Executive  Secretary,  Foreign  Mission 
Bord,  reports  a  gratifying  increase  in  income  for  the  year  of  1939. 
A  total,  from  all  sources,  was  $1,149,251.89.  The  debt  of  our  Board 
stands  today  at  $245,000.00.  The  Board  plans  for  a  debtless  denom- 
ination by  1945. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  gave  $330,424.70.  This  gift  has 
made  it  possible  to  reinforce  the  work  in  many  lands.  There  are  now 
455  missionaries  in  active  service  of  the  Mission  Board. 

The  poem,  "Somewhere  A  Voice  is  Calling,"  by  Mrs.  Burr,  fit- 
tingly closes  this  report.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ADULT  UNION 

The  Baptist  Adult  Union  is  an  organization  of  adults,  24  years 
old  and  above,  in  a  Baptist  church  which  has  for  its  purpose  their 
training  in  church  membership  and  enlistment  in  Christian  service 
in  and  through  their  church.  It  is  a  department  of  the  Baptist 
Training  Union. 

Our  experience  proves  to  us  that  the  ability  of  the  Training- 
Union  to  reach  large  numbers  of  the  young  people  in  any  church 
depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  adult  union.  It  is  impossible  to 
get  all  the  Juniors  and  Intermediates,  who  are  church  members, 
unless  their  parents  come  also.  The  adult  union  offers  an  inviting, 
attractive,  and  worthwhile  program  for  all  adults.  When  they  be- 
come interested  in  the  adult  union  their  interest  in  the  unions  for 
the  young  people  grows  and  produces  results.  The  study  of  the 
weekly  lessons  in  the  home,  along  with  daily  Bible  reading  and 
prayer,  also  become  the  concern  of  not  only  one  or  two  young  people, 
but  of  father  and  mother  and  the  whole  family.  All  churches  which 
are  now  building  strong  adult  unions  are  finding  it  easier  to  reach 
and  hold  the  young  people. 

The  challenge  of  Sunday  evening  demands  the  adult  union,  as  a 
part  of  our  training  program.  The  example  which  the  fathers  and 
mothers  set  for  the  young  people  is  of  paramount  importance.    It  is 
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highly  important  that  the  whole  church  membership  present  a  solid 
front  for  the  church  and  its  program.  This  is  a  matter  of  such  vital 
importance  that  it  is  highly  essential  that  fathers  and  mothers  co- 
operate in  taking  the  whole  family  to  church. 

There  are  many  needs  which  the  adult  union  meets.  Its  train- 
ing is  the  finest  sort  of  eqquipment  for  every  kind  of  church  work 
and  Christian  service.  It  offers  a  type  of  study  and  training  which 
is  greatly  needed  and  which  is  not  given  in  the  Sunday  school  or  any 
other  church  organization.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  adopted  as  an  activity  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  1896,  was  organized  to  "secure  the  increased  spirit- 
uality of  our  Baptist  Young  People;  their  stimulation  in  Christian 
service;  their  edification  in  scripture  knowledge;  their  instruction  in 
Baptist  doctrine  and  history;  and  their  enlistment  in  all  forms  of 
missionary  activities  through  existing  demonstrational  organizations." 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  was  originally  an  organization  for  young  people 
only,  17  years  of  age  and  above.  Its  success  and  marvelous  expan- 
sion have  led  to  the  development  of  the  modern  graded  Baptist 
Training  Union,  which  is  our  church  training  program  for  church, 
members  of  all  ages. 

The  Training  Union  is  now  recognized  as  an  essential  part  of 
the  Christian  educational  program  for  every  Baptist  church.  It  adds 
elements  of  instruction  and  training  for  church  members  which  the 
Sunday  school,  with  its  mixed  constituency  of  saved  and  unsaved 
people,  cannot  well  give,  and  for  which,  indeed,  it  does  not  have, 
sufficient  time. 

The  aim  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  is  "Training  in  Church 
Membership."  The  Baptist  Training  Union,  seeks  to  enlist  the 
active  participation  of  every  individual  member.  It  offers  develop- 
ment in  the  individual  Christian  life,  development  in  church  life,  and 
development  in  denominational  life.  This  course  of  training  in 
church  membership  is  also  the  finest  type  of  training  for  Christian 
living  outside  one's  immediate  church  life. 

The  curriculum  materials  of  today  in  the  Baptist  Training 
Union  are  the  result  of  years  of  study  and  experience  in  training 
work.  These  materials  consist  mainly  of  program  materials  for 
weekly  study  and  use  in  the  weekly  meetings,  study  course  text 
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books,  and  the  Bible  readers'  course.  These  have  all  reached  a  high 
stage  of  development. 

The  Training1  Union  is  a  church  task.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  church  to  establish  the  Training  Union  and  through  it  to 
organize  as  many  other  unions  as  are  necessary  for  reaching  and 
training  in  church  membership  all  of  its  members  from  the  Junior 
department  up,  and  for  caring  for  the  children  below  the  Junior  de- 
partment. If  a  church  has  no  unions  at  all,  it  should  elect  a  director 
and  instruct  him  to  organize  the  unions  needed.
